MUSKIE DOES NOT DENY '72 PRESIDENTIAL BID 

DEFEATED VICE PRESIDENTIAL CANDIDATE Ed¬ 
mund Muskie, congratulated President elect Richard M. Nixon 
from his Waterville, Me. home Wednesday, but did not rule out 
the possibility that he might be a presidential candidate in four 
years. Questioned about his future political plans, the Maine 
Senator said, "I really haven't generated any ambition for it," 
but he did admit he had "considered'' it. "You seem to forget 
1970 is our next problem." Tnc senator is up for re-election 
then. 

In Minneapolis, Hubert Humphrey told his close friends, 
"I don't want any sympathy fiorn any of you." The vice presi¬ 
dent conceded Wednesday at 12:30 P.M., pledging his support 
to the new administration. 

VICTOR, NIXON, PLEDGES TO UNITE AMERICANS 

PRESIDENT ELECT RICHARD M. NIXON pledged to 
unite the American people in his acceptance speech in New 
York at noon, Wednesday. Addressing approximately 500 sup¬ 
porters and newsmen from the stage of the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel, he promised an administration, "open to new ideas, open 
to men and women of both parties as well as those who sup¬ 
port us.” Nixon earlier had received telegrams from defeated 
candidate Hubert Humphrey and President Johnson. 

The former Vice President acknowledged victory ..t 12:30 
p.m. He appealed tanned and rested despite staying up most 
of the night waiting for returns from the States of California, 
Texas and Illinois with their large electoral counts. Following 
his talk, Nixon was scheduled to fly to Biscayne, Fla. for a 
few days rest. 

“We want to bring America together, and I am confident 
that this task is one that we can undertake and one in which 
we will be successful," he told supporters. 

His victory was confirmed following the tabulations from 
Illinois, which he won narrowly, the same state which dealt 
him his defeat by John Kennedy eight years ago. 

NIXON FACES DEMOCRATIC CONTROLLED CONGRESS 

PRESIDENT ELECT RICHARD M. NIXON will be the 
first 20th century president to enter the White House having 
failed to carry his party to control of Congress. Both the Sen¬ 
ate and House remained in Democratic hands following Tues¬ 
day’s elections. Republicans gained only four seats in the 
House; they needed 30 for control. In the Senate, the GOP 
showed a net gaih of only five seats. The senate line up—58 
Democrats and 42 Republicans. The 91st Congress convenes 
Jan. 3.

THIEU PROMISES "NEW PEACE PROPOSAL" SOON 

SOUTH VIETNAMESE PRESIDENT NGUYEN VAN 
THIEU has promised a “new peace proposal” within the next 
few days, a semi-official government news agency said today. 
Thieu and his government have boycotted the peace talks in 
Paris scheduled to get underway Wednesday but postponed 
at the request of the United States. North Vietnamese repre¬ 
sentatives, meanwhile, continued a propaganda barrage, claim¬ 
ing the United States had broken secret accords with Hanoi, 
and had been flying reconnaissance flights over the North 
since the announcement of the bombing halt. 

Despite their charges, neither the Viet Cong nor Hanoi 
delegation issued any threats to leave the Paris talks site, tak¬ 
en by U.S. negotiators as a good sign. The charges, some ob¬ 
servers feel, intend only to irritate U.S. representatives over 
their failure to coerce the Saigon government to attend the 
talks — at least at this stage. 

CZECH STUDENTS PROTEST SOVIET OCCUPATION 

THOUSANDS OF CZECH STUDENTS rampaged through 
the Slovakian capital of Bratislava ripping and burning Soviet 
flags on the eve of the 51st anniversary of the Bolshevik Revo¬ 
lution. In Prague, hundreds of Czech troops cordoned off a 
15-block area around the National Theater to prevent anti- 
Soviet demonstrations during a performance of a Russian bal¬ 
let. Earlier demonstrations erupted last month during the cele¬ 
bration of the 50th anniversary of establishment of Czechoslo¬ 
vakian Republic. Jeering and whistling, the teen-age students 
chanted, “Down with the flag,” before hauling down the ham¬ 
mer and sickle flags of the Soviet Union. In Prague, barricades 
have been thrown across all bridges and streets leading to the 
National Amphitheater to ward off further demonstrations. 

POLISH CARDINAL ARRIVES IN ROME FOR VATICAN VISIT 

POLISH CARDINAL STEFAN WYSZYNSKI arrived in 
Rome today for a visit that may presage a thaw in the rela¬ 
tions between the Catholic Church and Eastern European Com¬ 
munist countries. The visit follows a three-year ban by Po¬ 
land's regime. The ban allegedly stemmed from a letter in 
which the cardinal wrote the Nazis of Hitler's Germany should 
be forgiven. Envoys from Czechoslovakia and Hungary have 
joined the conclave in what some observers say is more than 
a coincidence. 

WAR ACCELERATES IN SOUTH - FIVE COPTERS DOWNED 

HEAVY RED ASSAULTS were reported in the vicinity of 
Baigon today, and four helicopters were downed northwest of 
the capital, killing one U.S. Army crewman and wounding six 
others. Another chopper was destroyed 12 miles from Pleiku 
in the Central Highlands. 

Also, today, Americans were preparing a pontoon bridge 
across the Phu Cong river, after the communists had blasted 
the span in a sabotage attack. Built four months ago, and re¬ 
portedly one of the largest bridges in Vietnam, the span link¬ 
ed the main highway between the U.S. Army base at Chu Chi 
and Long Binh just outside Saigon. Approximately 150 con¬ 
voy trucks traveled over the bridge daily. 

SOUTH KOREAN TROOPS MAUL COMMANDO INFILTRATORS 

SOUTH KOREAN TROOPS killed three more members of 
a 30-man North Korean commando team which had landed in 
the eastern Korean coast, military authorities in Seoul report¬ 
ed. A five-day manhunt now has killed six of the commandos. 
A curfew in two coastal provinces has been imposed to aid the 
man hunt. The three killed today were part of a group of sev¬ 
en who had been sighted at an undisclosed location. The four 
Others escaped.

DEFENSE RESTS IN FLORIDA MURDER TRIAL 

THE FIRST-DEGREE MURDER trial of Boston ex-bookie 
John J. Sweet is expected to go to the jury today in Bartow, 
Florida. Sweet, formerly of Foxboro, is accused of slaying 
Serbian citrus millionaire Charles Von Maxcy, Oct. 3, 1966. 

Sweet took the stand in his own behalf Wednesday, and 
denied accusations made by the widow Mrs. Irene Maxcy, who 
had testified she paid Sweet $36,000 to arange for her hus¬ 
band's death. The only thing Sweet did not deny was the illicit 
romance he had with Mrs. Maxcy. 

This is Sweet's second trial, the first having ended in a 
hung jury, Nov. 11. Asked Wednesday, if he.had continued to 
see Mrs. Maxcy, he replied, "Yes, everytime, I can," and ad¬ 
mitted the most recent time was Tuesday night. 

The State granted Mrs. Maxcy to testify against Sweet. 
6he is the state's key witness. 

MUNCH, FORMER BOSTON SYMPHONY CONDUCTOR, DIES AT 77 

CHARLES MUNCH, conductor of Orchestra de Paris, who 
recently performed in Boston, was found dead in a Richmond, 
Va. hotel room, Wednesday night, the apparent victim of a 
heart attack. He was 77. The noted conductor left his native 
Germany when Hitler came to power in the 30s. From 1948 63, 
he was conductor of the Boston Symphony. Munch was to have 
been a guest conductor of the Boston Symphony during its 
current 1968 69 season. Scheduled to replace him is Serge 
Baudo, assistant conductor. 

As a boy, Munch wanted to be a locomotive engineer, and 
once while studying the violin threatened even to quit music 
to take up medicine. He was wounded at Verdun in World 
War I. 
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The Party Is Over 
For Newton's Dogs

The party Is over for New¬ 
ton's more than 5,400 dogs. 

The Board of Aldermen 
on Monday night by a 19 to 
4 vote passed a full dog 
leash law for the city which 
will become effective on 
Feb. 1, 1909. 

The action of the city 
fathers this week went further 
than a measure proposed by 
the Aldermanic Legislation 
and Rules Committee two 
weeks ago which would have 
allowed dogs to walk 
unleashed if under the control 
of a person of adequate age 
and discretion.” 

Legislation and Rules 
Committee (hairman Melvin 
J. Dangel, in introducing the 
new, stronger committee 
proposal, said that after 
further consideration the 
phrase “adequate age” was 
felt to be too vague and 
would make the law difficult 
to enforce. 

The new law states, “No 
person owning or harboring a 
dog shall suffer or allow it to 
run at large in any of the 


streets or public places in the 
city of Newton or allow it 
upon the premises of anyone 
other than the owner or 
keeper of such dog without the 
permission of the owner or 
occupant of such premises. No 
dog shall be permitted in any 
street or public place within 
the City of Newton unless it is 
effectively restrained by a 
chain or leash not exceeding 
ten feet in length.” 

Alderman Edward C. 
Uehlein said he was in favor 
of a control law but didn’t 
believe the majority of dog 
owners in the city, who have 
demonstrated a sensibility 
about the neighbors’ 
children, lawns, etc., should 
be penalized for a small, 
unruly percentage of the 
dog population. 

Alderman Matthew 
Jefferson who also favored an 
amendment to the dog leash 
law that would bring back the

Boy Scout Camporee 
Turns Into Tragedy 


A Boy Scout Camporee in 

Newton Highlands turned into 
a tragedy last Saturday when 
a 12-year-old Newtonville boy 
was killed. 

Thomas M. Gentilucci, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Daniel 
Gentilucci of 133 Norwood 
ave., died when the frames 
supporting a “breaches 
buoy” on which he was 
riding collapsed and a 
wooden limb struck him on 
the head. 

He was given first aid and 
rushed immediately to 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital for 
treatment. However, he died 
an hour after the accident. 

District Scouting director 
Ralph S. Sisson said the 
“breaches buoy” had been 
set between two A-frames 
made of heavy tree limbs. 

The “breaches buoy” 
sliding seat used to move 
from one high place to 


another was one of the 
exhibits set up by various 
troops attending the 
Camporee at Cold Springs 
Playground. Adults were 
standing nearby but Sisson 
called the accident 
“unavoidable.” 

Medical Examiner Dr. 

Nathaniel P. Brackett, Jr., 
ruled the death accidental, the 
result of severe head injuries. 

When word was received 
from the hospital that the 
youngster had died, 
Camporee activities and 
programs were cancelled by 
the 235 participants and a 
memorial service was 
conducted at the 
playground. 

It was the first time in 50 
years of Newton scouting that 
a serious accident occurred. 

Thomas was a 7th grade 
sutdent at the Frank A. Day 
Junior High School and one 
of three children.

IT he is right beside you, 
he might as well be on a 
comfortable lead. We live a 
lot more closely together than 
ever before. The number of 
dogs has increased. The 
situation in Newton is now 
more urban than country. We 
no longer live in the kind of 
residential setting where we 
can afford to let dogs roam ” 
According to the new law. 
“it shall be the duty of thej 
Department of Animal Control 
to apprehend any dog found 
running at large in any street 
or public place within the 
city of Newton or in violation 
of any provisions of this ar¬ 
ticle. and to impound such 
dog.” 

The owner of any dog so | 
impounded may reclaim 
such dog up"n payment of 
the license fee, if unpaid, 
and of all costs and charges 
Incurred by the city for 
i m t> minding and 

maintenance.” These are 
now set at $1.50 per dav for 
an unlicensed dog and $1.00 
per day for a licensed one. 

The owner would also be 
subject to Tines set by state 
law. These are presently a 
warning for a first offense, $2 
for a second. $5 for a third 
and $10 for a fourth.

The Presidential Burden 

The new President of the United States, the man 
Just elected, faces a term in office that might mark a 
turning point in the fate of the nation. 

The problems facing the new President are awe¬ 
some. All rate and demand the highest priority. The 
Vietnam question is, perhaps, first and foremost on 
the agenda, followed closely by the inflationary trend, 
law r and order in the land and the still not fully answered 
question of equal civil rights for all. 

Before any of those problems can be solved, how- 
•ver, the new President must unite the country. He 
must bring together in harmony all those dissidents 
who have plagued the administration of President 
Johnson. 

We hope in the election just ended the American 
people have chosen wisely. We hope the man they have 
chosen to lead them for the next four years will guide 
the United States prayerfully on a path of peace and 
prosperity. 

Gather Around The Table 

Something seems to have gone awry in the frantic 
search for peace in Vietnam by the United States. Ap¬ 
parently, the U.S. did not have a complete meeting of 
the minds with the government of South Vietnam before 
President Johnson announced the cessation of bombing 
in the north. 

South Vietnamese President Nguyen Van Thieu 
has announced that there will not be a delegation repre¬ 
senting his government when representatives of Hanoi, 
the Viet Cong and the United States tuck their feet 
under the table in Paris. 

Thieu apparently was consulted about the bomb 
halt prior to President Johnson’s announcement of the 
momentous step. Apparently he agreed with a full 
bombing halt of the north. But, apparently, he did not 
agree to attending the Paris talks — if the National 
Liberation Front were to attend as a voting participant. 

Thieu’s stand has caused considerable embarrass¬ 
ment to the United States and President Johnson. It 
places Hanoi in a propaganda position to argue that 
the Communists are more interested in serious talks 
than is the allied side. 

Hanoi already has announced to the world that the 
bombing halt concession is an “initial victory ’ and called 
cn the North Vietnamese people to increase their "de¬ 
termination to fight and to win” the war. Ho Chi Minh 
claims the United States was "compelled to uncondi- 
tionallv stop the bombardments” of North Vietnam. 

He claimed the Vietnamese armed forces won a “glo¬ 
rious victory” after four years of fighting. 

It remains to be seen whether the United States 
will negotiate unilaterally with Hanoi or, whether South

DRIVING KITTENS INSANE BY ELECTRIC SHOCKS 


In the laboratories of a Veterans’ Administra¬ 
tion Hospital experimenters tried to drive two litters 
of kittens insane by cruel electric shocks. 

Beginning seven days after birth and for the 
next 35 days, the kittens were given a total of 
5,000 electric shocks to the hind legs. 

These shocks were introduced gradually with 
finally as many as 700 a day being given. They 
were, moreover, given during the nursing period. 

Declaring that ‘The behavior of the mother 
cat merits attention,” the experimenters wrote: 

*‘Whcn she eventually discovered that the 
experimental kitten uas being given electric 
shocks during the feeding process, or whenever 
it teas close to the body, she would do everything 
possible to thwart the experimenter with her 
claws, then trying lo bite the electric wire, and 
finally leaving the experimental kitten, and run-

Pressures 
exerted by the United Parents 
group over the past two years 
are largely responsible for the 
existance of the lunch 
program this year.

hickory Farms To Pay Postage 
On Gift Packages To Servicemen 


Paying postage on SAM 
(space available mail) gilt 
packages for servicemen 
overseas will be offered by 
the Hickory Farms of Ohio 
stores in Framingham and 
Braiitree, according to Mr. 
and Mrs. Arnold Blumberg, 
6tore owners. The stores are 
located at Shopper's World, - 
Framingham and South Shore 
Plaza, - Braintree 

Mr. and Mrs. Blumberg 
said that this program was in 
effect late last fall through 
Christmas and many people 
took advantage of the store’s 
offer to send food gifts to 
servicemen - particularly 
those serving in Vietnam. It 
was very popular. 

Normally, the postage on a 
SAM gift package is paid for 
by the sender from his home 
city to the port o f 
embarkation. Military 
aircraft take it without extra 
charge to destination on a 
space available basis. The 
Hickory Farms of Ohio store 
will assume the initial postage 
charge as a service to friends 
and relatives of servicemen 
serving overseas. 

“We want to encourage 
people to send gifts to army, 
navy and marine personnel 
who are on duty in various 
capacities throughout the 
world, including Vietnam” 
Mr and Mrs. Blumberg said. 

The local Hickory Farms of 
Ohio stores are offering 
several overseas gift 


packages weighing five 
pounds which qualifies them 
for SAM shipments. Items in 
the assortments of various 
foods w'iil not spoil because of 
heat or age. The store will 
handle the preparation of the 
package, marking it 
according to specifications 
and will arrange for the 
actual shipping. 

In addition, PAL gift 
packages will be offered by 
the local store. PAL involves 
packages up to 30 pounds in 
weight.

port of embarkation, plus a 
flat charge of $1.00 for air 
service from our city to the 
overseas base. The Hickory 
Farms store will pay the one 
dollar fee on all PAL 
shipments they handle.

Col. Frank T. MrCabe 

Word has been received here 
of the death of Col. Frank T. 
McCabe, 86, USA Ret., in 
Maryland, on Oct. 18. 

Twice elected alderman-at 
large in Newton, he had 
owned a home here at 3 Lewis 
street from 1923-1940. 

Born in Boston, he served 
from the Spanish-American 
War through World War II 
after enlisting in the 14th 
Calvary in 1901.

Teacher, Dies 

Services for Rabbi Albert I. 
Gordon, 65, rabbi emeritus of 
Temple Emmanuel, Newton 
Centre, were held Wednesday 
afternoon at the temple, with 
Dr. Eli Cohnmen o f 
Providence, a classmate of 
Rabbi Gordon's at the 
seminary, and immediate past 
jresident of the Rabbinical 
Assembly, and Rabbi Samuel 
CJiiel, officiateing. 

Rabbi Gordon, who lived at 
33 Paul street, Newton, died 
Tuesday at Peter Bent 
Brigham Hospital after a long 
illness. 

In 1964, Rabbi Gordon 
received the degree of doctor 
of divinity, honoris cause, 
from the Jewish Theological 
Seminary of America. 

He was the author of three 
noted sociological studies, 
“Jews in Transition" (1949), 
“Jew in Suburbia” (19537, and 
“Intermarriage: Interfaith, 

Interethnic and Interracial” 
(1964). These studies have 
been termed outstanding 
contributions to the 
sociological knowledge of 
American life. 

Dr. Gordon was formerly 
executive director of the 
United Synagogue of America, 
the national organization of 
conservative synagogues. He 
was a member of the faculty 
of Andover Newton 
Theological School where he 
lectured on Judaism and was 
a lecturer in sociology and 
anthropology at Boston 
University. 

Rabbi Gordon leaves his 
wife. Mrs. Dorothy (Davis) 
Gordon; a son, David, of 
Chicago; and a daughter, 
Mrs. Leonard Wharton of 
Chicago. 

On learning of the death of 
Rabbi Gordon, Rabbi Murray 
I. Rothman, president of the 
Massachusetts Board o f 
Rabbis, issued the following 
statement:

MEW YRK (UPI) — The 
American restaurant has a 
new and dangerous 
competitor — the American 
Housewife. 

With the aid of what are 
called convenience foods she 
is now able to place before 
her family a meal equal to 
that served in many good 
restaurants. 

And some of the best brains 
in the restaurant industry are 
busy considering how best to 
tempt the family away from 
the built-in attractions of 
home, such as backyard living 
and television, and out for a 
meal. 

In the opinion of Joseph 
H. Baum. senior vice 
president of Restaurant 
Associates Industries, this 
competition has been 'good 
for both sides. Families are 
getting a more varied diet 
and restaruants have raised 
their standards to the point 
where even grudging 
European concede 
American food is as good as 
any in the world. 

VARIETY, TOO 
"The modern housewife’s 
mother and grandmother 
were good cooks, too,’ Baum 
said. “But they concentrated 
on simple, wholesome foods.” 

Today's young mother has a 
better kitchen and a greater 
interest in a wider variety of 
dishes. Even if she doesn’t 
want to cook some night all 
she has to do is light a candle 
for the dining table and she 
can have a beautiful meal.” 

But Baum, as one of the key 
figures in a $70 million a year 
restaurant and food complex, 
is a resourceful fellow and 
believes more and more 
Americans will get the 
restaurant habit regardless of 
the delight of home. 

"The economy make* It 
possible for more people to 
dine out,” he said.

Law Requires 5 Newtonites Teaching At 
Gun ID Cards College of Sacred Heart 


Jan. h 1969 

Some 51 weapons have been 
turned in to Newton police 
since the assassination of Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy last June, 
it was reported this week. 

Lt. Albert Yanco said most 
of the weapons are so old 
"you couldn't harm anyone ex- 
ceept if you hit them over 
the head with them.” 

The weapons will be turned 
over to the Massachusetts 
Commissioner of Public 
Safety for disposal. 

Meanwhile, all owners of 
weapons in Massachusetts 
must register with their local 
police departments by next 
Jan. 1 or face stiff penalties. 

Police Chief William F. 
Quinn said this week that 
Newton weapon owners may 
file for an Identificaton card 
at headquarters between 8 
a m. and midnight seven days 
a week. 

He Said an ID card will be 
Issued unless: 

(1) You have, within the 
past five years, been 
convicted of a felony in any 
state or federal jurisdiction or 
have been released from a 
state prison or penitentiary 
within the past five years. 

(2) You have been 
confined to any hospital or 
institution for mental illness, 
(unless you submit with your 
application, an affidavit of a 
registered physician that he is 
familiar with your history of 
mental illness and that in his 
opinion you are not disabled 
bv such illness in a manner 
which should prevent your 
possessing a rifle or shotgun.) 

(3) You have been 
convicted of a violation of any 
federal or state narcotic or 
harmful drug law, or are 
under treatment or 
sonfinement for drug addic¬ 
tion or habitual drunkenness 
(except if you are deemed to 
be cured of such a condition 
by competent medical author¬ 
ity you may, after the expira¬ 
tion of five years from the 
date of such finding, make ap¬ 
plication for such license at 
which time you must present 
an affidavit issued by said 
medical authority to that 
effect.) 

(4) You are under the age 
of fifteen. 

(5) You are over fifteen 
but under eighteen (unless 
application is accompanied by 
a certificate from your parent 
or guardian granting 
permission to apply for an 
Identification Card.)” 

Chief Quinn urged all those 
who won or possess firearms 
to make application soon as it 
will be impossible to process 
the possible thousands of 
applicants before Jan. 1, 1969. 
He said that only 30 persons 
have applied, so far.

Safety Tips On Drug Use 
Offered By Health Dept. 

Concerned that many families may not be following 
safe practices in storing and using drugs. Doctor Ed¬ 
ward J. Sawyer of the Newton Health Department has 
outlined several basic suggestions for improved home 
drug safety. 

items which by law are dated. 

Medicines and drugs should 
always be kept away from 
children and all such items 
should be stored out of their 
reach, even under lock and 
key if necessary. He pointed 
out. too, he imoortance of 
keeping drugs in original 
containers, Dr. Sawyer 
stressed. This practice 
prevents a drug from being 
mistaken for an o t h e r 
medicine which may resemble 
it. "If a label should come 
off.” the doctor said, "stick it 
on with transparent tape and 
don’t rely on color, type of 
bottle or shape of pill, for 
identification.” 

When giving and taking 
medicines keep your mind on 
what your are doing, the 
doctor advised. He warned 
against using medicine in an 
unlabeled container, against 
using medicine w'hose label 
cannot be clearly read and 
against trying to use a drug in 
the dark. He then added, 
"Satisfy yourself every time 
that you have the medicine 
and the dosage prescribed by 
the doctor and that you know 
directions for use before you 
take or administer it." 

The doctor also warned 
against the practice of 
using medicine prescribed 
for one person on another 
without first consulting a 
physician. 

He then suggested that 
every medicine cabinet lie 
inspected and old. outdated 
drugs be thrown out, 
especially those prescribed 
for specific illnesses or 
conditions which have been 


He cautioned that many 
drugs and medicines lose 
their potency in time and may 
even become dangerous. 
Buying and storing them in 
large amounts could invite 
trouble, he said, and urged 
that the date purchased be 
written on the label of all non- 
prescription drugs. He 
explained that they then can 
be regularly checked for age 
along with all prescnpt.on

U S SAIGON TALK SPURS HOPES OF ENLARGED PEACE PARLEY 

MIDST REPORTS that the* South Vietnamese government 
might end its boycott of Paris peace talks, chief U.S. negoti¬ 
ator W. Averill Harriman conferred with top Saigon represen¬ 
tatives for almost 40 minutes Wednesday. 

The parley spurred talk that South Vietnam would soon 
attend the enlarged talks, long an objective of U.S. policy 
makers. Harriman’s talk with Pham Dang Ixmg also followed 
a National Liberation Front appeal to the U.S. to proceed with 
the talks “Immediately,” and disiegard the balking Saigon gov¬ 
ernment. South Vietnamese representative had countered say¬ 
ing they would regard any agreements reached in their absence 
as invalid. The confrontation today marked the first U.S. Sai- 
gon confrontation since the bombing halt was announced, 
Oct. 31. 

COMMUNISTS ROCKET CARGO SHIP IN SAIGON CHANNEL 

COMMUNIST GUNNERS set fire to a U.S. Freighter in 
Saigon’s main shipping channel Wednesday attempting to 
block the vital water artery. Navy patrol boats turned back 
the rocket-attackers before they could sink the cargo ship, 
U.S. military spokesmen reported. The attack followed Com¬ 
munist bombardment of a string of allied bases ranging from 
the edge of the Demilitarized Zone (DMZ) in the north to the 
Mekong Delta in the South. One attack, on an outpost four 
miles northeast of the U.S. Marine base at Con Thien, may 
have come from artillery positioned inside the DMZ, military 
spokesmen speculated. 

NATO LEADERS PREPARE TO REASSESS DEFENSE STRATEGY 

WESTERN CHIEFS OF STATE conducted a top-secret 
parley in Brussels Wednesday to map strategy to counter the 
Soviet-led Warsaw Pact invasion and occupation of Czechoslo¬ 
vakia. U.S. Secretary of State Dean Rusk meanwhile was con¬ 
ferring with top NATO officials. The NATO countries, reports 
have indicated, must reasses their total defense strategy con¬ 
cepts in light of the Czzech lesson. Reports of a possible NATO 
summit in Washington next spring with President-elect Rich¬ 
ard Nixon attending were discounted by officials. At least one 
nation, however, has urged such a parley. 

REDS MAULED NEAR CAMBODIA - DMZ ACTIVITY REPORTED 

NORTH VIETNAMESE INFANTRYMEN, attacking in 
swarms, hurled themselves at U.S? Air Calvarymen near the 
Cambodian bolder shortly before midnight, Wednese: . First 
reports said the Americans beat off the attack, killing 120 
Beds. 

Over the DMZ Wednesday, four aerial spotter planes 
were shot at by Red gunners. Artillery was directed on the 
DMZ positions, a military spokesman said. Several bunkers 
and an artillery ammunition dump were exploded by the 
answering U.S. artillery. At least 35 secondary explosions were 
reported following the dump hit.

TRIO INDICTED IN ALLEGED NIXON ASSASSINATION PLOT 

A BROOKLYN GRAND JURY Wednesday indicted three 
Yemeni immigrants on four counts each in connection with 
conspiracy charges concerning an alleged plot to assassinate 
President elect Richard M. Nixon. 

Indicted were Ahmed Nammer, 43, and his two sons, Hus¬ 
sein, 20, and Abdo, 18. If convicted, they could face maximum 
prison sentences of 24 years *ach. They are charged with con¬ 
spiring to murder, criminal sojeitation, and two counts of pos¬ 
sessing dangerous weapons. The jury acted following two days 
of testimony. 

The Nammers were seized in a police arrest at a $57-a- 
month Brooklyn apartment. Confiscated were two guns, am¬ 
munition, switch blade knives and correspondence with persons 
living in the Arab world.

THREE SHOT TO DEATH IN GUNFIRE OUTBURST IN BOSTON 

FIVE NEGROES invaded a ghetto self-help organization 
Wednesday morning and shot to death its blind founder and 
two co-workers in what police called either a robbery attempt 
or a savage power struggle. Two other New England Grass 
Roots Organization (NEGRO) workers were hospitalized at 
City Hospital today—in critical condition. 

Killed in the pre dawn gunfire outburst were Guideo St. 
Laurent, organization founder, Cornell Eaton, 32, of Roxbury, 
and Harold King, who recently arrived from Cleveland, Ohio, 
to work for NEGRO, billed as "public relations agency for the 
ghetto.” Suffering from bullet wounds are Fred Rose, 41, a 
public relations specialist, and Ronald Hicks, 31, a staff mcm- 
ber. 

Laurent's seeing-eye dog, Russ, was tied to a chair beside 
his dead master when police reached the scene at 4:17 a m 
The five, Rose told police from an emergency room hospital 
bed, barged into the converted sandwich shop, asking, “Where s 
the money? Where's the money?” Hicks was shot at the front 
door before the five men moved down a corridor into the back 
office where S. Laurent and the others were, police said. Rose 
said he escaped death after being shot by crawling under a 
desk. 

15 STUDENTS, PROTESTING MBTA FARE HIKES, ARRESTED 

VOTING OVER A HOWLING DIN raised by students, di¬ 
rectors of the Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority 
(MBTAi raised fares on most lines. Arrested for trespassing 
were fifteen of the stuudents fiom the Students for a Demo¬ 
cratic Societv iSDSl. The hikes raise subway and rapid transit 
fares from 20 to 25 cents, and surface fares from 10 to 20 cents. 
The raise, said Leo J. Cusick, MBTA boss, would bring in $11.2 
million to meet an expected $37.2 million deficit. Several of the 
Boston based students received permission to speak on the 
increases, in what an MBTA spokesman termed an "unprece¬ 
dented’’ move. When several students refused to leave after 
speaking, Hud police moved in and made the arrests. 

WEAKENED AUTUMN STORM TURNS NORTHWARD TO MAINE 

A MID-AUTUMN STORM, weakened after two days of 
furry, moved northward through Maine Wednesday, while its 
tail was lashing New York with $0 mile-an-hour winds. In its 
wake, the storm left 25 persons dead, and sent above-normal 
tides careening into coastlines. In some inland sections, two 
feet of snow was reported. Lobster business officials were 
assessing the damage of the stcim this morning. Several said 
they feared the “worst.” The storm’s winds hurled scores of 
lobster traps onto rocky coastlines. Of those that remained 
intact, many were stolen, officials reported. In upstate New 
York and northern New England, residents are digging out 
from the two foot snow cover.

Mayor Basbas Calls For 
School Spending Care 


Mayor Monte G. Basbas 

declared today that the 
members of the Newton 
School Committee must curb 
expenditures, establish 
priorities and decide how they 
wish to spend the tax dollars 
available to them.

over the fact that the city is 
headed for a $100 tax rate, the

to increased expenditures, 
which will hike the tax rate at 
least $5 next year, without 
even considering anything 
new. 

Basbas said that the 
School Committee members 
must decide whether they 
want to hire additional 


employees or build new 
schools. Hp asserted that 
funds will not be available 
to do both. 

The Mayor stressed that he 
wants to pay Newton teachers 
a sufficiently high salary 
schedule so that the School 
Board will be able to compete 
with other communities for 
good teachers.

Seniors' Trip To D.C. 


No Disciplinary Action 
For Students Behavior 


There will be no disciplinary 
action taken against Newton 
High School seniors who

principal of the High School, 
this week, who said “we 
know there was drinking, 
but none of the seniors’ 
conduct was bad enough to 
cause disciplinary action.”

Mechem is continuing an 

investigation into the holiday 
weekend activities which saw 
one youth taken to the hospital 
after his drink had been 
drugged by one of his 
classmates. 


After reports reached 

Mechem that the trip to 
Washington, D C., was a trip 
in more ways than one, 
Mechem asked the 
chaperones who accompanied 
the students to submit the 
names of the misbehaving 
students. 

“I’ve had very few names 
returned. Most of them felt 
the students’ conduct was 
not up to an appropriate 
level. But their conduct was 
certainly not had enough for 
disciplinary action.” 

First reports tnat $1200 
damage was done to the hotel 
was later found to be false, 
according to Mechem, who 
asked the travel agent who 
planned the trip to find out 


from the hotel the extent of 
damage. 

“There was not enough 
damage to warrant a bill.” 

Mechem also pointed out 

that while many students may 
have been drinking, a large 
number of the senior class is 
more than 18 years of age and 
met the lower age 
requirements for drinking 
alcoholic beverages in the 
nation’s capital. 

He discounted, too, stories 
that the youths were taking 
drugs. “I’ve heard it was 
those aerosol cans they 
were using,” he said. 

It was the second annual 
senior class trip. Last year 
they went to Expo ’67.

Gloss, who has had to move 
his store four times in eign; 
years in the face of downtown 
urban renewal, calls ms 
miltiple moves “an odyssey.’* 
His present Washington street 
location is only 250-feet 
around the corner from Corn 
Hill. At one time Corn Hill had 
30 bookstores. It was a 
national mecca for 
booklovers. Now, only Gloss’ 
Brattle Book Shop remains, a 
tireless pilgrim. Gloss intends 
to move again in the spring to 
new quarters in historic Sears 
Crescent. 

London In Newton 

According to a recent find 
of Gloss’, the well-known 
adventure writer Jack London 
spent time at 32 Karlow road, 
Newton Corner. 

In a pile of discarded books. 
Gloss found a copy of “The 
Sea Wolf" inscribed: 

“He can only give you a 
boost on the path you 
eternally must tread. — 32 
Farlow road, Newton, 
Mass., December 24, 1905 — 
Jack London." The 
quotation London uses is 
Irom the hook. 

Gloss authenticated 
London's handwriting. Then 
he tracked down the address. 
Jeremiah W. O’Connor, a vice 
president of John Hancock 
Mutual Life Insurance Co., 
and his family have lived 
there for many years. They 
knew nothing about the book 
but directed Gloss to a 
neighbor, Mrs. F. Stuart 
Friend. 

Mrs. Friend was born in the 
Farlow rd. house in 1907. Sue 
never met London, but her 
parents spoke of him 
frequently. Her mother and 
London’s second wife were 
second cousins. The Londons 
had spent the 1905 season at 
32 Farlow road. 

Neither Mrs. Friend nor 
Gloss can explain why the 
book was discarded. GIjss 
estimates it is worth $100. 

FDR Finds 

Such finds are not too 
unusual for Gloss. While 
examining old books on an 
estate in Milton recently, 


Gloss uncovered three 
unknown letters written by 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

One of the letter is 
directed to the late 
Livingston Davis, a Boston 
attorney. After World War 
I, Roosevelt was sent by 
Secy, of Navy Josephus 
Daniels to Kurope to 
liquidate Naval holdings. He 
asked to take Davis. 

The letter, dated Oct. 2, 
1917, states in part: 

“The Secretary . . . was in 
good humor and said Yes It’s 
going to be simply great to 
have you here.” 

A subsequent letter found 
by Gloss mentions legacies 
which Davis had reportedly 
made to Roosevelt and h.s 
sons, James, and Franklin, 
Jr. • 

Roosevelt writes of Davis 
on Dec. 6. 1938: “Poor old 
Livy — I wish so much that he 
were alive today, for he would 
have enjoyed going with me 
on various fishing cruises. I 
miss him very much.’* 

The Davis legacy 
evidentally never materialized 
for on Jan. 16, 1939, Roosevelt 
writes: 

“Evidently the check for 
Davis’ bequest is completely 
lost. Jimmy says he gave it to 
Miss LeHand a year ago. Miss 
LeHand says she has never 
seen it.”

Parents Can Helj 




A study prepared for a Senate subcommittee has 
concluded something that many thinking persons have 
long suspected to be true. The report found that most 
students and others involved in demonstrations by the 
“New Left” are being used as pawns by “hardened 
revolutionaries.” 

The study said the New Left was a complex, often 
Informal coalition of “tightly organized groupings,” 
such as the Students for Democratic Society and the 
Student Non-Violent Co-ordinating Committee. 

“The hardened revolutionaries who make up the 
New Left leadership plan to capture the souls of the 
idealistic innocents who joined their marches and dem¬ 
onstrations by leading them progressively from one 
action to another,” the study reported. 

What is appalling about the study’s conclusion is 
that it found the New Left was backed primarily by 
youths from relatively affluent homes. 

“It is, in part, a reaction by those who have too 
much, against a society which has provided them with 
full stomachs, but often empty minds and hollow 
morals.” 

There was an encouraging note in the study. It 
optimistically forecast that "many of the innocents— 
perhaps the majority of them — are bound to turn 
against the New Left as their eyes are opened to the 
fact that they are being used as revoluntionary pawns.” 

The conclusion reached by the study was that 
“Our society can contribute to the process of disillusion¬ 
ment by differentiating between the leaders and the 
rank and file and by showing itself willing to give 
sympathetic consideration to the legitimate grievances 
of our young people.” 

It might also help if the parents of those affluent, 
idealistic followers of the New Left stepped in to 
straighten out their progeny. They might point out to 
them that the cause they espouse probably originates 
in Moscow. 


A Life Can Be At Stake 

A dramatic and moving photograph appeared on 
the front pages of the newspapers the other day. 

It showed a Boston firefighter using mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation to breathe life back into the body 
of an unconscious baby girl who had been overcome by 
smoke. 

Because firefighters were able to reach them on 
time and administer efficiently the help they had been 
trained to give, the lives of that tiny girl and her one- 
yenr-old brother were saved after they had been res¬ 
cued from their smoke-filled home. 

Only a few weeks ago, stories in the newspapers 
told of young hoodlums who were stoning firefighters 
as they tried to leave their fire houses to answer a call, 
slowing them down and, in some instances, even forc¬ 
ing them to turn back. 

It is to be hoped that those who have been engag¬ 
ing in this unfortunate practice took time to look at 
the picture of the firefighter giving life back to that 
infant girl and bringing her back from the shadow of 
death. 

If the firefighter had been delayed getting out of 
his fire station or had been halted by flying rocks, that 
baby might be dead today. 

It points up how serious it is to delay or hamper 
a firefighter, and it stresses the importance of pro¬ 
secuting to the full extent of the law those who do so.

So if Richard M. Nixon crosses our beloved 
Commonwealth off his list of favorite places, he 
could hardly be blamed. 

No one yet has come up with a really logical ex¬ 
planation of how and why Hubert H. Humphrey was 
able to overwhelm Richard Nixon in Massachusetts 
when Nixon was popular enough in the rest of the 
country to win election to the Presidency. 

Polls and surveys indicated Humphrey would carry 
this State, but it was not anticipated he would sweep 
to a victory of landslide proportions in the Common¬ 
wealth. 

Never before has a losing Presidential candi¬ 
date been able to carry Massachusetts by such a 
margin. 

Political columnists have credited one person or 
another with doing a magnificent organizational job 
for Humphrey in the Bay State. That’s nonsense. 

It’s stretching even the fables and foibles of poli¬ 
tics to claim that a huckster outside a polling place 
gets any votes for a candidate for President. 

The fact is that a tide was running against 
Nixon in Massachusetts. Why it was running is 
an unanswered question. 

Some politicos claim it was a pro-Humphrey trend, 
not an anH-Nixon one. 

This is tantamount to arguing that Hubert Hum¬ 
phrey was more popular in Massachusetts in this recent 
election than the late John F. Kennedy was in 1960. 
That is rather difficult to accept. 

But the election figures form a strange pattern. 
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Humphrey captured numerous communities across 
the Commonwealth that John Kennedy was unable 
to carry eight years ago. 

They form a political mystery which is likely to 
remain unsolved. 

Governor Volpe made a reference to the fact that 
he helped to carry New Jersey for Nixon. This he un¬ 
doubtedly did since he unquestionably influenced some 
Italo-Americans in that State to vote for Nixon. 

Some critics immediately retorted that Volpe should 
have been campaigning here in Massachusetts, not in 
New Jersey, and that he might have been able to make 
Nixon look at least respectable when the Bay State re¬ 
turns were tabulated if he had done so. 

The truth is Volpe probably contributed more 
to Nixon's cause in New Jersey than he could have 
done for him in Massachusetts. 

Volpe might have shifted some votes to Nixon if 
he had made an all-out drive for him in this State. But 
he could not have averted the debacle which befell 
Nixon. 

Whether Volpe realized Nixon’s cause was hopeless 
in Massachusetts or felt he could do more for him in 
another state or was just carrying out the assignments 
given him by leaders in the Nixon campaign is not 
known. But the guessing is that Nixon had written off 
Massachusetts and that Volpe did exactly what Nixon 
asked him to do. 

Volpe’s big political fall-down, of course, occurred 
last April when Senator Edward \V. Brooke's supporters 
staged a political coup with an organized write-in drive 
for Governor Nelson Rockefeller in the Bay State Presi¬ 
dential Primary. 

That maneuver sewed up the Massachusetts dele¬ 
gation to the Republican national convention for Rocky. 

It prevented Volpe from becoming the Bay State 
GOP’s favorite son candidate for President. 

It may well have cost him the Vice Presidency. 

Instead of going to Miami with a bloc of votes 
he could deliver to Nixon at the strategic moment, 
Volpe went there empty-handed. 

The convention fight ended on the first ballot be¬ 
fore Volpe could so much as cast a vote for Nixon. 

Even with that background, Volpe almost got the 
Vice Presidential nod. 

In the end, however, Nixon finally tapped Mary¬ 
land Governor Spiro Agnew to be his running mate— 
a distastrous choice that almost cost Nixon the Presi¬ 
dency. 

In fairness, Volpe had no reason to assume 
he would even be opposed as a favorite son candi¬ 
date in Massachusetts. 

His name was the only one on the GOP ballot. 
There was no inkling of any activity in behalf of Rocke¬ 
feller who did not announce his candidacy for Presi¬ 
dency until the day of the Massachusetts Presidential 
Primary. It all seemed cut and dried. 

Political observers who criticized Volpe for being 
complacent were just as surprised as Volpe when the 
returns were counted. 

However, the fact is that Volpe did lose an 
important fight he could have won with just a little 
effort, and that presumably militated against his 
choice as the Republican candidate for Vice Presi¬ 
dent. 

Nixon and Volpe conferred privately after the GOP 
national convention. Only the two men know what was 
said. Whatever transpired apparently made Volpe hap¬ 
py. The assumption is that Nixon promised the Gov¬ 
ernor a position he wants. 

Speculation in political quarters is that soon after 
Nixon takes office in January, Volpe will resign from 
the Governorship either to accept a post in the Nixon 
cabinet or to assume a position such as Ambassador to 
Italy or the Vatican. 

Some of the federal posts being mentioned as 
possible jobs for Volpe do not sound nearly as im¬ 
portant as the Governorship of Massachusetts. 

But Volpe apparently has wearied of the office 
he fought so hard to achieve. The gubernatorial burdens 
now rest heavily upon him, as they often do upon men 
W'ho are in public office a long time. 

What was once a challenge is now a strain. 

If Volpe does step down from the Governorship 
early next year, there will be certain ironical aspects 
to his action. 

Volpe has been one of the great Republican 
vote-getters in the history of this Commonwealth, 
and the obvious reason was that he was able to 
persuade many thousands of Italo-American Demo¬ 
crats to vote Republican. 

The Governorship was his great objective. When 
the late George Fingold died suddenly on Labor Day 
weekend in 1958 after the Republican State Convention

Dr. Otto M. Marx of New¬ 
ton, Associate Professor of

had endorsed him for Governor, Volpe sought the right 
to run as the GOP nominee for Governor. 

But the Republican State Committee picked Charles 
Gibbons, whose health later broke under the strain of 
Crime Commission indictments which finally were drop¬ 
ped and never tried in court. 

Volpe was elected Governor two years later in 1960, 
defeating Joseph D. Ward, then Secretary of State. 

In a tremendous upset Volpe was defeated for 
reelection by Endicott Peabody in 1962. A survey 
made for Volpe by a professional polling organiza¬ 
tion showed him defeating Peabody by 250.000 
votes, and the campaign he made was less than an 
all-out effort. 

Stunned and shocked by that defeat by a narrow 
margin, the proud Volpe came back in 1964 to defeat 
former Lieutenant Governor Francis X. Bellotti. 

In 1965 Volpe defied political tradition by making 
a successful drive for the enactment of a limited sales 
tax in order to provide additional revenue for the cities 
and towns. 

The politicos believed that Volpe's courage 
outweighed his judgment and that he was writing 
his own political death warrant. 

Meanwhile, a reform movement had been launched 
to lengthen a Governor’s term from two to four years. 
A governor who was not obliged to run for reelection 
at the end of two years or think in terms of politics 
would be able to accomplish a great deal more, the peo¬ 
ple were told as they were urged to vote for this change 
in the State Constitution. 

In 1966 Volpe was elected to the first four-year 
term in the Governorship. He won by the biggest plu¬ 
rality ever piled up by a Republican candidate for 
Governor. 

Under the former provision of the Constitution he 
would have either stood for reelection this month or 
would now be preparing to retire from office at the 
end of the year. 

Now the reports persist that Volpe will step 
out at the mid-point in his term and that Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor Francis W. Sargent will take over 
the reins of the State government. 

Whatever he does, John Volpe, who rose from the 
job of hod-carrier to become Governor of his State, 
already has left his mark upon the history of Massa¬ 
chusetts.

It Vi/ould Be Very Ironical 
If Sargent Dropped DeFalco 

Lieutenant Governor Francis W. Sargent, accord¬ 
ing to State House reports, would drop Anthony De¬ 
Falco of Needham from his job as State Commissioner 
of Administration and Finance if Governor Volpe re¬ 
signs to accept an appointment from President-elect 
Nixon and Sargent moves up into the Governorship. 

DeFalco functions as deputy Governor, and it is 
understandable that Sargent would want his own man 
in that position. 

However, it would be extremely ironical if 
Sargent were to drop DeFalco entirely and not take 
advantage of his talents in some respect. DeFalco, 
a highly capable individual, knows the state govern¬ 
ment as few men do and plat ed a major part in 
engineering the big victory Volpe won two years 
ago. 

Apart from that, DeFalco helped to produce a win 
for Sargent at the 1966 Republican State Convention. 

Sargent was being pressed hard by Representative 
Francis W. Hatch, Jr. 

But working on the floor, moving from one dele¬ 
gation to another, helping to nail down the endorsement 
for Sargent was DeFalco. 

It would be a strange turn of politics if Sargent 
now were to fire DeFalco.

The Rev. Edward H. Smith, 
of the Walker Missionary 
Homes, Auburndaie, died at 
the Wellesley Manor Nursing 
Home last Friday, Nov. 8. He 
was 95-vears-old. 

Edward Smith was born 
July 1, 1873, at Franklin, 
Conn., graduated from 
Amherst College in 1898 and 
from the Hartford Theological 
Seminary in 1901. He was 
ordained a Congregational 
Church minister on June 12, 
1901, in Norwichtown, Conn., 
and married Grace W. 
Thomas of Norwich, Conn, on 
Oct. 2, 1901. They sailed from 
San Francisco a month later 
for Foochow, China. 

During the next 41 years the 
Rev. Mr. Smith was a 
(traveling minister and an 
organizer of schools in Ingtai 
District of Foochow Province, 
an area as large as 
Connecticut. His preaching of 
the Gospel was so effective, 
his friendship so genuine and 
his love of the Chinese people 
so evident that he had many 
opportunities to open small 
chapels and day schools in the 
villages. 

As he traveled from village 
to village he was always 
looking for boys who might 
attend these schools. He 
created a desire in them for 
education and knowledge and 
admitted them in the mission 
schools for ten years of study. 

Hundreds of these beys 
became teachers, ministers 
and Christian laymen who 
served as government 
officials, members of 
Chambers of Commerce and 
hospital superintendents. 

The Rev. Mr. Smith 
befriended the people in hard 
and dangerous times, 
especially during the Chinese 
civil war which raged for 12 


years. He risked his own life 
to save them from bandits 
and lofting armies. He made 
possible medical care for 
them when ill. He fed and 
clothed and educated their 
orphans. 

Even when traveling 
through bandit territory he 
was utterly without fear. He 
felt that “the King's business 
must go on,” and he was 
never attacked. On one 
occasion he was captured and 
taken to the chief of the bandit 
camp, who knowing of “the 
good work Rev. Smith was 
doing for the mountain 
villages,” gave him a a con¬ 
tribution for his work and 
sent him on his way. 

In one single year Ingtai 
was occupied by seven 
different armies, with fighting 
in the streets and on the 
mountain sides but his home 
and the churches furnished 
refuge to those who needed it. 
He shared the people's sorrow 
and suffering, and his own, 
with courage. He knew its 
meaning, for his only sun had 
died at the age of 6 and his 
wife died in 1939. 

In 1942 at the age of 69, the 
Rev. Mr. Smith retired, but he

Laic Requires 5 Newtonites Teaching At 
Gun ID Cards College of Sacred Heart 


Jan . I, 196 9 

Some 51 weapons have been 
turned in to Newton police 
since the assassination of Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy last June. 
It was reported this week. 

Lt. Albert Yanco said most 
of the weapons are so old 
“you couldn’t harm anyone ex- 
ceept if you hit them over 
the head with them.” 

The weapons will be turned 
over to the Massachusetts 
Commissioner of Public 
Safety for disposal. 

Meanwhile, all owners of 
weapons in Massachusetts 
must register with their local 
police departments by next 
Jan. 1 or face stiff penalties. 

Police Chief William F. 
Quinn said this week that 
Newton weapon owners may 
file for an Identificaton card 
at headquarters between 8 
a m. and midnight seven days 
a week. 

He Said an ID card will be 
issued unless: 

(1) You have, within the 
past five years, been 
convicted of a felony in any 
state or federal jurisdiction or 
have been released from a 
state prison or penitentiary 
within the past five years. 

(2) You have been 
confined to any hospital or 
institution for mental illness, 
(unless you submit with y~>ur 
application, an affidavit of a 
registered physician that he is 
familiar with your history of 
mental illness and that in his 
opinion you are not disabled 
by such illness in a manner 
which Should prevent your 
possessing a rifle or shotgun.) 

(3) You have been 
convicted of a violation ot any 
federal or state narcotic or 
harmful drug law, or are 
under treatment or 
sonfinement for drug addic¬ 
tion or habitual drunkenness 
(except if you are deemed to 
be cured of such a condition 
by competent medical author¬ 
ity you may, after the expira¬ 
tion of five years from the 
date of such finding, make ap¬ 
plication for such license at 
which time you must present 
an affidavit issued by said 
medical authority to that 
effect.) 

(4) You are under the age 
of fifteen. 

(5) You are over fifteen 
but under eighteen (unless 
application is accompanied by 
a certificate from your parent 
or guardian granting 
permission to apply for an 
Identification Card.)” 

Chief Quinn urged all those 
who won or possess firearms 
to make application soon as it 
will be impossible to process 
the possible thousands of 
applicants before Jan. 1, 1969. 
He said that only 30 persons 
have applied, so far.

He cautioned that many 
drugs and medicines lose 
their potency in time and may 
even become dangerous. 
Buying and storing them in 
large amounts could invite 
trouble, he said, and urged 
that the date purchased be 
written on the label of all non¬ 
prescription drugs. He 
explained that they then can 
be regularly checked for age 
along with all prescript.on

items which by law are dated. 

Medicines and drugs should 
always be kept away from 
children and all such items 
should he stored out of their 
reach, even under lock and 
key if necessary. He pointed 
out. too, he imoortanee of 
keeping drugs in original 
containers, Dr. Sawyer 
stressed. This practice 
prevents a drug from being 
mistaken for another 
medicine which may resemble 
it. “If a label should come 
off.” the doctor said, “stick it 
on with transparent tape and 
don't rely on color, type of 
bottle or shape of pill, for 
identification.” 

When giving and taking 
medicines keep your mind on 
what your are doing, the 
doctor advised. He warned 
against using medicine in an 
unlabeled container, against 
using medicine whose label 
cannot be clearly read and 
against trying to use a drug in 
the dark. He then added, 
"Satisfy yourself every time 
that you have the medicine 
and the dosage prescribed by 
the doctor and that you know 
directions for use before you 
take or administer it.” 

The doctor also warned 
against the practice of 
using medicine prescribed 
for one person on another 
without first consulting a 
physician. 

He then suggested that 
every medicine cabinet be 
inspected and old. outdated 
drugs be thrown out, 
especially those prescribed 
for specific illnesses or 
conditions which have been 
cured. Drugs may be disposed 
of by flushin gthem down the 
toilet, but in no case shoud 
thev be put into the trash, he 
said. Also, empty drug 
containers should not be 
discarded where inquisitive 
children or pets can get into 
them. 

He urged Newton residents 
to check their home drug 
safetv habits now- and 
regularly in the future. 
Questions about storing, 
handling and disposing of 
drugs can be answered bv the 
prescribing physician,’ a 
registered pharmacist, and 
the Poison Control Center at 
232-2120. "With the safety of 
all in mind, we will coone-ate 
in every way with our citrons 
in helping them establish safe 
drug-use practices in their 
homes," Doctor Sawyer 
concluded.

U.S. SAIGON TALK SPURS HOPES OF ENLARGED PEACE PARLEY 

MIDST REPORTS that the South Vietnamese government 
might end its boycott of Paris peace talks, chief U.S. negoti¬ 
ator W. Averill Harriman conferred with top Saigon represen¬ 
tatives for almost 40 minutes Wednesday. 

The parley spurred talk that South Vietnam would soon 
attend the enlarged talks, long an objective of U.S. policy 
makers. Harriman’s talk with Pham Dang Long also followed 
a National Liberation Front appeal to the U.S. to proceed with 
the talks ‘•immediately,” and disiegard the balking Saigon gov¬ 
ernment. South Vietnamese representative had countered say¬ 
ing they w'ould regard any agreements reached in their absence 
as invalid. The confrontation today marked the first U.S.-Sai¬ 
gon confrontation since the bombing halt was announced, 
Oct. 31. 

COMMUNISTS ROCKET CARGO SHIP IN SAIGON CHANNEL 

COMMUNIST GUNNERS set fire to a U.S. Freighter in 
Saigon's main shipping channel Wednesday attempting to 
block the vital water artery. Navy patrol boats turned back 
the rocket attackers before they could sink the cargo ship, 
U.S. military spokesmen reported. The attack followed Com¬ 
munist bombardment of a string of allied bases ranging from 
the edge of the Demilitarized Zone i DMZ t in the north to the 
Mekong Delta in the South. One attack, on an outpost four 
miles northeast of the U.S. Marine base at Con Thien, may 
have come from artillery positioned inside the DMZ, military 
ipokesmen speculated. 

NATO LEADERS PREPARE TO REASSESS DEFENSE STRATEGY 

WESTERN CHIEFS OF STATE conducted a top-secret 
parley in Brussels Wednesday to map strategy to counter the 
Soviet-led Warsaw Pact invasion and occupation of Czechoslo¬ 
vakia. U.S. Secretary of State Dean Rusk meanwhile was con¬ 
ferring with top NATO officials. The NATO countries, reports 
have indicated, must reasses their total defense strategy con¬ 
cepts in light of the Czzech lesson. Reports of a possible NATO 
Summit in Washington next spring with President elect Rich¬ 
ard Nixon attending were discounted by officials. At least one 
nation, however, has urged such a parley. 

REDS MAULED NEAR CAMBODIA-DMZ ACTIVITY REPORTED 

NORTH VIETNAMESE INFANTRYMEN, attacking in 
swarms, hurled themselves at U.S? Air Calvarymen near the 
Cambodian bonier shortly he f ore midnight, Wcdnesc? . First 
reports said the Americans beat off the attack, killing 120 
Reds. 

Over the DMZ Wednesday, four aerial spotter planes 
wem shot at by Red gunners. Artillery was directed on the 
DMZ positions, a military spokesman said. Several bunkers 
and an artillery ammunition dump were exploded by the 
answering l S. artillery. At least 35 secondary explosions were 
reported following the dump hit.

Nixon Owes Volpe No Reward 
For His Work In Bay Sfafe 

If Governor Volpe is given a high post in the Nixon 
administration as it is widely assumed he will be, it 
certainly will not be as a reward for anything that 
was accomplished for President-elect Nixon in Massa¬ 
chusetts.

Mayor Basbas Calls For 
School Spending Care

School Committee must curb 
expenditures, establish 
priorities and decide how they 
wish to spend the tax dollars 
available to them.

employees or build new 
schools. He asserted that 
funds will not be available 
to do both. 

The Mayor stressed that he 
wants to pay Newton teachers 
a sufficiently high salary 
schedule so that the School 
Board will be able to compete 
with other communities for 
good teachers.

Mechem that the trip to 
Washington, D.C., was a trip 
in more ways than one, 
Mechem asked the 
chaperones who accompanied 
the students to submit the 
names of the misbehaving 
students. 

“I’ve had very few names 
returned. Most of them felt 
the students’ conduct was 
not up to an appropriate 
level. But their conduct was 
certainly not bad enough for 
disciplinary action.”

“There was not enough 
damage to warrant a bill.”

chasing:,’’ Gillelanri commen¬ 
ted. “We make our request 
and (lien we have no con¬ 
trol over the progress of 
that request,” he said. 

According to Gilleland’s re¬ 
port. on Nov. 15, 1887, “the 
Public Buildings Department 
budget requests for 1968 were 
filed by the School Depart¬ 
ment with Public Buildings” 
and in these requests “we 
alerted them to the need for 
necessary electrical altera¬ 
tions.” 

A number of follow up 
procedures and llie dales on 
which they were taken are 
also listed in Gilleland’s re¬ 
port. 

The computer was delivered 
to Newton Junior College on 
July 31, 1968. According to 
Gilieland's review of the com¬ 
puter contract with the Honey¬ 
well Company, a letter from 
the company advised that it 
was necessary to commence 
rental billing as of Sept. 1, 
1968. 

When questioned, how¬ 
ever, Newton Purchasing 
Agent Harold Pilsbury sta¬ 
ted that the purchase re- 
quisition from the School 
Department was not re¬ 
ceived until Oct. 25, 1968. 

Until that time discussions 
were not specific and "we 
were not informed exactly 
what they needed,” Mayor 
Monte G. Basbas told the 
Graphic. 

The Mayor also said that 
the the city’s law department 
has advised that the contract 
with Honeywell does not re¬ 
quire rental payment until the 
computer is usable and in op¬ 
eration.

Formerly at 50 Corn- 
hill. the store has been railed “America’s oldest continu¬ 
ous antiquarian bookshop site.” and Gloss himself is de¬ 
scribed in a recent issue of Bookman's Weekly as “the 
nation's number one bookman in the news.” 

Gloss’ current prominence 
stems from three facts: 

(1) His stubborn attempt to 
keep his bookstore operating 
on or near Corn Hill, in the 
shadow of Government 
Center; 

(2) His discovery of a 
signed edition of “The Sea 
Wolf” by Jack London, and 

(3) His discovery of three 
hitherto unknown letters 
written by Franklin D. 

Roosevelt.

Bookman** Odyssey 

Gloss, who has had to move 
his store four times in eignt 
years in the face of downtown 
urban renewal, calls ms 
miltiple moves “an odyssey." 
His present Washington street 
location is only 250-feet 
around the corner from Corn 
Hill. At one time Corn Hill had 
30 bookstores. It was a 
national mecca for 
booklovers. Now, only Gloss’ 
Brattle Book Shop remains, a 
tireless pilgrimT Gloss intends 
to move again in the spring to 
new quarters in historic Sears 
Crescent. 

London In Net* toil 

According to a recent find 
of Gloss’, the well-known 
adventure writer Jack London 
spent time at 32 Farlow road, 
Newton Corner. 

In a pile of discarded books. 
Gloss found a copy of “The 
Sea Wolf” inscribed: 

“He can only give you a 
boost on the path you 
eternally must tread. — 32 
Farlow road. Newton, 
Mass., December 24, 1905 — 
Jack London.*' The 
quotation London uses is 
from the hook. 

Gloss authenticated 
I/ondon's handwriting. Then 
he tracked down the address. 
Jeremiah W. O’Connor, a vice 
president of John Hancock 
Mutual Life Insurance Co., 
and his family have lived 
there for many years. They 
knew' nothing about the book 
but directed Gloss to 


Gloss uncovered three 
unknowm letters written by 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

One of the letter is 
directed to the late 
Livingston Davis, a Boston 
attorney. After World War 
I, Roosevelt was sent by 
Secy, of Navy Josephus 
Daniels to Europe to 
liquidate Naval holdings. He 
asked to take Davis. 

The letter, dated Oct. 2, 
1917, states in part: 

“The Secretary . . . was in 
good humor and said Yes It’s 
going to be simply great to 
have you here.’’ 

A subsequent letter found 
by Gloss mentions legacies 
which Davis had reportedly 
made to Roosevelt and his 
sons, James, and Franklin, 
Jr. • 

Roosevelt writes of Davis 
on Dec. 6. 1938: “Poor old 
Livy — I wish so much that he 
were alive today, for he would 
have enjoyed going with me 
on various fishing cruises. I 
miss him very much.’’ 

The Davis legacy 
evidentally never materialized 
for on Jan. 16, 1939, Roosevelt 
writes: 

“Evidently the check for 
Davis’ bequest is completely 
lost. Jimmy says he gave it to 
Miss LeHand a year ago. Miss 
LeHand says she has never 
seen it.”

A study prepared for a Senate subcommittee has 
concluded something that many thinking persons have 
long suspected to be true. The report found that most 
students and others involved in demonstrations by the 
“New Left” are being used as pawns by “hardened 
revolutionaries.” 

The study said the New Left was a complex, often 
Informal coalition of “tightly organized groupings,” 
such as the Students for Democratic Society and the 
Student Non-Violent Co-ordinating Committee. 

“The hardened revolutionaries who make up the 
New Left leadership plan to capture the souls of the 
idealistic innocents who joined their marches and dem¬ 
onstrations by leading them progressively from one 
action to another,” the study reported. 

What is appalling about the study’s conclusion is 
that it found the New Left was backed primarily by 
youths from relatively affluent homes. 

“It is, in part, a reaction by those who have too 
much, against a society which has provided them with 
full stomachs, but often empty minds and hollow 
morals.” 

There was an encouraging note in the study. It 
optimistically forecast that “many of the innocents— 
perhaps the majority of them — are bound to turn 
against the New Left as their eyes are opened to the 
fact that they are being used as revolutionary pawns.” 

The conclusion reached by the study was that 
“Our society can contribute to the process of disillusion¬ 
ment by differentiating between the leaders and the 
rank and file and by showing itself willing to give 
sympathetic consideration to the legitimate grievances 
of our young people.” 

It might also help if the parents of those affluent, 
idealistic followers of the New Left stepped in to 
straighten out their progeny. They might point out to 
them that the cause they espouse probably originates 
in Moscow. 


A Life Can Be At Stake 

A dramatic and moving photograph appeared on 
the front pages of the newspapers the other day. 

It showed a Boston firefighter using mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation to breathe life back into the body 
of an unconscious baby girl who had been overcome by 
smoke. 

Because firefighters were able to reach them on 
time and administer efficiently the help they had been 
trained to give, the lives of that tiny girl and her one- 
year-old brother were saved after they had been res¬ 
cued from their smoke-filled home. 

Only a few weeks ago, stories in the newspapers 
told of young hoodlums who were stoning firefighters 
as they tried to leave their fire houses to answer a call, 
slowing them down and, in some instances, even forc¬ 
ing them to turn back. 

It is to be hoped that those who have been engag¬ 
ing in this unfortunate practice took timti to look at 
the picture of the firefighter giving life back to that 
infant girl and bringing her back from the shadow of 
death. 

If the firefighter had been delayed getting out of 
his fire station or had been halted by flying rocks, that 
baby might be dead today. 

It points up how serious it is to delay or hamper 
a firefighter, and it stresses the importance of pro¬ 
secuting to the full extent of the law those who do so.

NEW YORK (UPI) — A 
new program for financial 
assistance to commercial i 
plays that may be deemed I 
worthwhile yet may not meet 
with the immediate customer; 
response necessary to keep 
them alive in the hit - or -i 
miss Broadway economy gets 
under way this season with 
support for two dramas as a 
beginning. 

“Thfc Great White Hope”i 
and “We Bombed in New Hav-! 
on”, both due in Octolier, will 
receive support from the 
Theater Development Fund in 
the form of advance ticket I 
purchases at face value, with 
the tickets then to be given 1 
away or sold at a reduced j 
price to various groups and 
organizations. 

Theater Development Fund 
was formed in 1967 to 
encourage production o f 
worthwhile plays and now has 
available $400,000 contributed 1 
by certain foundations and 
individuals interested i n 
promoting the arts. 

The Fund is purchasing 
$1,000 worth of tickets for 
‘Th eGreat White Hope.” They 
will be allocated by the 
producer in various sections 
of the theater over the 
first three weeks. The 
Fund will distribute these 
free to students throughout 
the city, aided by the New 
York City Board of 
Education’s Bureau of Audio 
Visual Instruction, the City 
University’s SEEK program 
and the Youth Service Agency I 
of the Human Resources 
Administration. 

In the case of “We Bombed 
in New Haven.” an anti-war 
play, the Fund will purchase' 
up to $25,000 worth of tickets I 
for first three weeks. These 
will be available for sale to 
selected student groups and 
labor unions at $2 a ticket, 
regardless of location. 
However, the Fund will deal 
in no tickets whose box office 
price is under $5, so the seats 
generally will be good. The I 
price range for the play is! 
form $3.50 to $8. 

Generally speaking, the 
Fund will give its marginal 
aid to productions only before j 
their New York openings, j 
Producers may submit scripts 
for consideration by Hugh! 
Southern, executive director I 
ot the Fund, and by its play 1 
selector, Harold Clurman. one 
of the theater’s outstanding 
directors. Their 
recommendations are then 
placed before an approval 
committee consisting o f 
members of the Fund's board 
of directors. 

The idea is to give early, 
support to plays that should 
have a chance to find a public 
by enabling them to run for a 
few weeks and get word-of -1 
mouth momentum. In the | 
present theater economy, if a 
play doesn’t get smash-hit! 
reviews, it must close almost 
immediately. Even some | 
plays that get such notices 
close quickly because the i 
public is slow to respond for' 
any of various reasons. 

Under present plans, the j 
Fund will not help finance 
plays, i.e., be a contributor to 
the production costs.

Our Lady’s High Grad On 
Harvard Defensive Team 

When Steve Zebal of Newton became a starting 
defensive tackle on Harvard's football team last season, 
he was doubly pleased. Not only did it signify a tri¬ 
umph over two years of physical adversity, but it also 
marked another step in repaying several people whom 
Zebal feels made that starting spot possible. 


“Ned Bliss, a Harvard 
alumnus who lived next door 
to my high school coach, is 
probably the person most 
responsible for my being at 
Harvard,” says Zebal, a 8-1, 
235-pound senior. “I was a 
junior at Our Lady's High 
School in Newton when he 
came to one of our football 
practices, and asked if I’d like 
to try for Harvard. 

“Actually, I knew very little 
about Harvard except that it 
was one of the better colleges 
in the area. But Ned brought 
me to Harvard, introduced me 
to admissions officers, 
coaches, and other people, 
and right away I was realiy 
enthused about applying ” 

In a way, Jim Sullivan, 
Zebal’s coach, had laid the 
groundwork for Bliss’ 
efforts. 

“I had never thought about 
college one way or the other,’* 
aavs Zebal frankly, “but Jim, 
who was also an English 
teacher, was constantly 
pointing out to me the value of 
college. He was the one who 
pointed me toward college in 
the first place.” 

The decision to apply to 
Harvard brought mixed 
reactions from Zebal’s 
parents. 

“My father was delighted,’* 
he remembers. “As often as 
possible, he’d drive by the 
fcj’adium, and make a few 
choice comments about the 
place. But my mother was 
really upset about the nigh 
tuition, and preferred that I 
go to Massachusetts, or 
somewhere not as expensive. 
When she found out that I 
could probably qualify for a 
scholarship, though, she 
changed her mind pretty 
quickly.” 

Zebal spent an additional 
year at prep school before 
applying, attending Ml. 
Hermon where high school 
teammate and present 
Harvard fullback Ken 
O’Connell, also of Newton, 
was prepping. 

“It was a valuable year,” 
Zebal admits. “Not only did I 
develop athletically, but I met 
different types of people 
there. The brand of football 
was better, too. Our Lady’s is 
a Class D school, so it wasn’t 
too difficult to be a star. But 
at Mt. Hermon, everyone was 
as good or better than me, so 
I had to work much harder.” 

Zebal was accepted at 
Harvard, but the summer 
before he entered he strained 
a cartilage in his right knee 
on a construction job which 
sidelined him for most o? his 
freshman season. Against 
Princeton, however, h c 
entered the game as a 
substitute, and kept a starting 
job for the remainder of the 
fall. 

As a sophomore, Zebal 
was put on the 
“Headhunters,” the Crimson 
kickoff unit, and was 
playing second-team middle 
guard until he ripped the 
cartilage in his other dnee. 

• “The coaches decided 1 w as 
ton slow for middle guard 
after that,” Zebal recalls, 
“so they sent me down to the 
JV’s to learn how to play 
defensive tackle. I’ve always 
enjoyed contact, so I liked the 


position right away since it 
requires more hitting.” 

Zebal’s knee was just 
beginning to feel strong aeain 
w'hen he reinjured it in a 
scrub basketball game that 
spring, and was forced to 
undergo surgery in late May. 

“Luckily, I had a job that 
summer which served as 
excellent therapy,’* says 
Zebal. “I was working on 
structural steel buildings, 
which necessitated my 
climbing up and down ladders 
quite a bit. Consequently, I 
progressed much more 
rapidly than I thought I would, 
and when I came back for 
pre-season drills. trainers 
Jack Fadden, Eddie Noonan, 
and the others helped make 
my recovery complete.** 

Zebal proved to be one of 
the most pleasant surprises 
of the 1967 season. He won a 
starting spot early in pre- 
season drills, and went on to 
log 216 minutes. This fall, he 
has retained the job, and 
according to defensive line 
coach S. D. Fazio, has taken 
over another one, too. 

“Steve serves as the 
unofficial leader of the 
defensive line,’ explains 
Fazio. “Not only does he 
inspire the other guys by his 
excellent play, but he’s very 
talkative with a qucick wit 
anr 1 good sense of humor 
w’ A ‘Oeps his teammates 
loo.s. In addition, he's very 
intelligent football-wise, and 
picks up opponents’ strengths 
and weaknesses very 
rapidly.” 

Zebal is quick to give credit 
for his improvement to both 
Fazio and former line coach 
Jim Lentz, who left Harvard 
last spring to become head 
coach at Bowdoin. 

“They’re both excellent 
coaches and, ironically, they 
use totally different 
methods,” says Zebal. 

“ ‘Foge’ is almost like one 
of our teammates. He’s 
easygoing and friendly and 
makes practice almost fun. 
But he also has an exceptional 
knowledge of the game, so 
he’s a superb coach from a 
technical point of view’. 

“Jim was probably the 
most unique person I’ve 
ever met. He was a tough 
disciplinarian, so tough that 
I almost was afraid of him. 
But there was something 
about him that made me 
really like and respect him. 
He taught me more 
fundamentals than any 
other coach I've ever played 
under.” 

Surprisingly, for someone 
who never thought about 
Harvard until four years ago, 
Zebal now can’t picture 
himself anywhere else. 

“It’s a n indescribable 
experience,” he says. “It’s 
more than the education. The 
personal relationships are 
wonderful. I’ve met people 
here, like equipment manager 
Jim Cunniff that I’ll have as 
friends long after I’ve 
graduated” 

Although Zebal should 
continue to show h i s 
appreciation for the people 
that helped him throughout 
his high school and collegiate 
career by having another 
excellent season, he still

This would be what might 
be called the clinical ap¬ 
proach. Schools of education 
in the future will probably 
become largely research and 
consulting centers rather 
than teaching ccntrs, the 
superintendent said. 

The new trend in teacher 
training which is already be¬ 
ing tried stresses the setting 
up of teams which might in¬ 
clude a clinical professor and 
one or more master teachers. 
These people work both for 
the university and the school 
system. The team might also 
include two or three teach* 
ers, intern teachers and pu* 
pits, the School Board was 
told. 

The first steps in the devel* 

opment of teacher training 
now proposed would be fi- 
nanced by the federal gov* 
ernment, Dr. Laurits said. 

In Newton a project involv* 
and Weeks Junior High 
School has been initiated. 
Paul Tedesco, a professor at 
Northeastern, and William 
McDonald, a teacheT at 
Weeks, now share the teach¬ 
ing of students on both the 
collegiate and junior high 
school level. 

Harvard has proposed to 
the federal government that 
clinical settings be establish¬ 
ed in Newton, Cambridge and 
Boston. If this proposal is ap¬ 
proved, one of the first places 
where the arrange ment 
would be set up would be at 
Day Junior High School, Dr. 
Lauritis reported. 

liTsley College is working 
this vear with Horace Mann 
and Carr Schools in Newton. 

Ruth Chadwick said that 10 
Lesley College students are 
involved — five at Horace 
Mann and five at the Carr 
School. They come to Newton 
every Thursday. In the morn¬ 
ings they observe in the class¬ 
rooms and in the afternoon 
ing Northeastern University 
discuss what they saw. 

A tutorial professor at 
Lesley is associated with 
the work of the college stu¬ 
dents. Two teachers at 
Horace Mann and Carr are 
acting as their clinical pro¬ 
fessors. The cost is under¬ 
written by Lesley College. 
The observation part of the 
program will continue for 16 
weeks. This will be followed 
by four weeks of seminars on 
Methods and Materials. The 
next phase of the program 
will he eight weeks of actual 
teaching in the schools and 
then the year will w’ind up 
with four weeks of reviewing 
the methods and materials 
with an eye to what the fu¬ 
ture teachers might need the 
following September. 

One of the significant 
differences between this 
new approach and the old 
student teaching system is 
that a member of the New¬ 
ton school staff is also a 
member of the Lesley Col¬ 
lege staff, Miss Chadwick 
noted. 

There is closer cooperation 
between the college and the 
public school system. Actual 
needs and practices can be 
better evaluated, s^e said. 

Committeeman Edwin Hawk- 
ridge observed that the new 
methods outlined make it ap¬ 
pear that the practice teacher 
coming into the classroom 
will he better trained.

The legends of Arthur have 
become so entwined, so 
| symbolic, so handed down 
j over the centuries that nobody 
knows if he was invented or 
actual. 

If indeed he existed, such 
archeologists as Sir Mortimer 
Wheeler, president of the 
Committee, and others don’t 
discount the possibility that he 
was a Celtic chieftam, 
perhaps a war leader who 
stirred resistance to the 
conquest of the island by the 
Anglo-Saxons after t n e 
collapse of the Roman 
Empire. 

CAMELOT RESEARCH 

] The i amelot research 
committee has organized a 
three-year excavation of 
Calbury Hill, which the locals 
have long regarded as 
Arthur’s Camelot and which 
should at any rate cast light 
on this obscure period in 
English history. 

These were the dark ages, 
before the time when men in 
armor went around jousting 
as popular belief supposes 
Arthur and his Round Table 
knights to have done. 

Cadbury Hill has so far 
proved a mine of 
archeological riches. 

The hill appears to have 
been an Iron Age fortress that 
the Celts converted for their 
own use. If it was Arthur's, 
then the diggers have found 
the remains of his S’xth 
Century wooden great hill 
and the gate to his settlement. 
They also have uncovered a 
Saxon town wall and 
battlements built later, as 
well as a Christian church of 
early but uncertain date.

She seated 
an important French official I 
next to his wife’s lover. It 
apparently caused quite a 
flurry since the affair was 
well known to everyone at the 
party except the social 
secretary. 

WCTU SHOCKED 
At the U.S. Embassy in | 
Rome. Miss Baldrige 
managed to feature 
Florentine beef at the Indian 
ambassador's dinner, an item 
which is forbidden by the 
Hindu religion, and serve a 
pork dish to a group of 
visiting Arabs. 

Miss Baldrige notes that 
people in such positions must 
learn not to take their errors 
too seriously. The more 
experienced you become, the 
more grievous grow your 
mistakes.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
current release of ‘‘The Paper 
Lion" motion picture not only 
establishes Alan Alda as an 
important film player to back 
up his stage prestige, but it 
alsc permits him to be his 
own man again after more 
than a year. 

During that time Alda was 
busy wltn one phase or other 
of this United Artists 
production more often than 
not. And that means that he 
was more George Plimpton 
than Alan Alda. 

Plimpton is the socially 
prominent magazine editor 
and writer whose “Paper 
Lion" was a best-selling book 
a couple of years ago. Sports- 
minded but with no special 
talent in that direction, 
Plimpton had a curiosity to 
know what it would be like to 
participate in such rugged 
activities as professional 
football, boxing, etc. and 
managed such experiences 
just for kicks — and writing 
material.

Sizes of the whole bird 
ready-to-cook may range from 
4 to 24 pounds and larger 
from fryer-roasters to large 
toms.

How much to buy for your 
family may be a quest ; on of 
some home-makers.

NEW YORK (UPI) — 
Individually, their names 
are Diana Ross, Mary 
Wilson, and Cindy Birdsong. 

Collectively, as The 
Supremes, they have come 
to be respected as the most 
popular and successful 
feminine singing group in 
show business. 

The Supremes h a v • 
established new records with 
almost every recording they 
have cut. They parlayed their 
Motown Sound — a blend of 
Negro blues and handclapping 
background beat — with their 
sweet natural voices to 
produce eight records that 
each sold more than a million 
copies during the past four 
years. At one point they had 
five consesutive records that 
topped all the pop music polls, 
an achievement unmathced by 
any other Ameircan music 
group.

In additiion, plans for an 
addition to Newton South High 
are now being drawn up by 
the school administration for 
future construction, Mayor 
Basbas disclosed. 

Speaking on the tax rate, 
mayor Basbas said he 
foresees an increase of at 
least S7.50 next year, S5.50 
of which would result on an 
increase in the school 
budget, and S2 on increase 
in other City departments. 

He added that new sources 
of tax revenue will be realized 
from the air rights project in 
Newton Corner, the Marriot 
Motel in Auburndale, and the 
luxury' apartments on Route 9 
in Chestnut Hill. 

Mayor Basbas pointed out, 
however, that it takes $4 
million of new valuation to 
reflect $1 on the tax rate. The 
air rights project, valued at $8 
million will reflect $2 on the 
tax rate, but will not be felt 
until January. 1970. 

Mayor Basbas spoke 
briefly on the safety 
problem in the city, urging 
PTA Presidents to impress 
on all parents the need for 
extra caution while driving 
on the side streets as well 
as the main thoroughfares, 
and to impress on the 
children the dangers of 
walking in the street 
instead of on the sidewalk. 
The Mayor said he hopes to 
have a traffic light installed 
at the corners of Cabot and 
Harvard streets in 
Newtonville. 

Basbas also reported that 
$4200 was needed to continue 
the Headstart Program in 
Newton until Federal Funds 
are available in January. He 


asked the Board of Aldermen 
for an appropriation of 52100. 
to be matched by the citizens 
of Newton. He then passed the 
hat among the Council 
members and collected 
$114.50. 

Aldermanie President 
Bauckman also spoke on the 
rising tax rate, urging the 
Council and school 
administrations to eliminate 
all but the very essential 
requirements. 

Bauckman expressed the 
conviction that too much 
stress is being placed on new 
buildings. He said that 
although they are nice to 
have, they are not essential 
to good education. 

He voiced fear that 
Newton soon will not need 
the schools it now has, 
because the rising tax rate 
will prevent young people 
from living here. 

Bauckman said the hardest 
hit are the low-cincome 
groups whose incomes are not 
rising in proportion to the 
rising tax rate. He cited the 
many outstanding people who 
were educated in wooden 
schools without benefit of 
modem construction o r 
adequate facilities. 

"Bricks and mortar have 
nothing to do with educating 
children. Let’s wear out a 
building before we replace 
If,” asserted the Alderman- 
ic head. 

An active discussion period 
followed in which members of 
the PTA Council defended the 
need for modern facilities and 
new construction as essential 
to maintaining the high 
standards of education in 
Newton and as incentives for 
attracting the high caliber of 
teachers who meet that 
standard. 

Dr. Philip Richmond spoke 
on the American Field 
Service, which sponsors an 
exchange program between 
the students of the United 
States and foreign countries. 

Dr. Richmond voiced the 
conviction that this is a 
positive step toward 
improving international 
understanding and a 
contribution toward peace.

Howe Resigns 
Federal Dost 
In Education 

Harold Howe II, the U.S. 
Commr. of Education and 
former principal of Newton 
High School, resigned iast 
week after three years in the 
Federal post to become 
director of education 
programs in India. 

Howe was principal of 
Newton High School from 
January, 1957. to the fall of 
1960, when he resigned to 
become superintendent of 
schools in Pcarsdale, N Y. 

In Newlon, he was the 
instigator oi the House Plan, a 
subdivision of students into 
six schools within a school. 

As Commissioner of 
Education he didn't fare too 
well. He attempted to enforce 
desegregation guidlines and 
furious Southerners tagged 
him with the title of "The 
Commissar of Integration.” 

He said his struggle was 
disappointing, frustrating and 
"to a degree unsuccessiul. 
Progress has been minimal” 
he said. "Some 85 per cent of 
Negro youngsters in the South 
still go to almost fully 
segregated schools. In the 
North, the picture’s very 
much the same.” 

Howe said "We still are 
confronted with a school 
system in the United States 
which is divided on a racial 
basis.” 

He was the first high- 
ranking member of the 
Johnson Administration to 
announce his resignation.

REDS CONTINUE SHELLING CIVILIAN CENTERS 

COMMUNIST MORTARMEN POUNDED TWO more 
South Vietnamese cities Wednesday and today in shellings 
that Included mostly school children amoung the 37 injured 
and two dead. The shellings were the 73rd and 74th against 
civilian centers since the Nov. 1 bombing halt, military 
spokesmen said. Other Red gunners shelled U.S. military 
bases at 1st Air Cavalry headquarters, 20 miles north of 
Saigon, and at Pleiku Airfield in the central highlands. 

Meanwhile, B-52's laden with bombs dropped at least 
90 tons of explosives on suspected infiltration routes and 
supply points near the Cambodian border capital of Tay 
Ninh city, other positions in the Central highlands were 
also hit. 

DESIST OR FACE CONSEQUENCES, CZECH STUDENTS TOLD 

STUDENTS REBELLING IN PRAGUE Wednesday were 
told either to halt their anti-Soviet protests or face the 
consequences, "which could be immense,” top-level Communist 
administrators warned. Students have vowed to occupy the 
Czech Universities until today. 

The crisis warning was taken as a reference to possible 
Soviet troop intervention. A similar warning last month 
failed to deter tens of thousands of students from demonstrat¬ 
ing on National Independence Day. The Czech Government 
cabinet members announced they would, “discuss the propos¬ 
als of the democratic movement of the students and take a 
atand on them, today. 

BIAFRAN TROOPS REPORTED STAGING WAR COMEBACK 

REBEL BIAFRAN TROOPS WERE ADVANCING Wed¬ 
nesday night against Nigerian forces in the southern sector 
of the break away state, reports said. Nigerian forces, how¬ 
ever, were intensifying pressure on the northern front, of¬ 
ficials said. Biafran military spokesmen, however, claimed a 
victory over the Third Nigerian Marine Commando Division. 

Nigeria and Biafra have waged a bloody civil war 17 
months, creating thousands of starving refugees. The war 
began when Biafra declared itself independent May 31, 1967. 

TEN NATIONS HUDDLE OVER FRENCH FRANC CRISIS 

THE WORLD’S 10 RICHEST TRADING NATIONS met 
In Bonn, Germany Wednesday in an emergency session to 
review the crisis over the French franc which has shaken 
the Western monetary system and now threatens the stability 
of the U.S. dollar and the British pound. While the ten 
gathered behind closed doors, Swiss banking sources predicted 
complete chaos In the world markets unless there is another 
Internal conference soon to revalue the world’s major cur¬ 
rencies. 

Many stock and money markets in Western Europe, Africa 
and Asia were closed in obvious attempts to prevent panicky 
speculation while efforts are made to resolve the crisis. 
French citizens were reported driving toward German border 
points, carrying suitcases filled with French francs in hopes 
of converting them into the stronger Deutschmark.

PRESIDENT-ELECT RICHARD M. NIXON met with 
top advisers in Miami, Fla. Wednesday to discuss the struc¬ 
ture of his White House staff, and disclosed he had decided 
to extend his stay in the Florida sun by another day. 
He had been expected to leave his vacation retreat at nearby 
Key Biscayne late Tuesday, but his press aide, Ronald L. 
Ziegler, said Nixon had decided to delay his return to New 
York until Thursday afternoon. 

Ziegler also said a detailed announcement of Julie Nixon's 
wedding to David Eisenhower, previously scheduled for Thurs¬ 
day, would be made Saturday at the Pierre Hotel in New 
York. 

The Preident-elect’s inaugural address, as well as talent 
for his new administration were among the topics Nixon 
discussed Wednesday with John N. Mitchell, his campaign 
manager, California Lt. Gov. Robert H. Finch and White 
House staff manager H. R. Haldeman. Of these men, only 
Haldeman has been appointed a post in the new administra¬ 
tion. He was named an "Assistant to the President’’ for man¬ 
agement of the executive mansion. 

EXPLOSION TRAPS 78 MINERS UNDERGROUND 

A SERIES OF EXPLOSIONS thundered through a soft 
coal mine Wednesday in Mannington, W. Va., setting off 
raging fires and trapping 78 miners deep underground. ‘Their 
lives are in great jeopardy,” one mine official said. Smoke, 
fire, and threats of additional explosions hindered rescue 
attempts, scheduled to resume this morning. 

The first and largest blast at the Llewellyn Portal of 
Consolidation Coal Co's mine occupied at 5:30 a.m., when 99 
workers were completing the graveyard shift. Four other 
relatively smaller explosions followed. Thirteen miners 
scrambled to safety after the first blast; eight others were 
rescued. 

FRISCO POLICE KEEP WATCH AS COLLEGE REOPENS 

SAN FRANCISCO STATE COLLEGE REOPENED under 
police guard Wednesday with the majority of teachers boy¬ 
cotting their classes. As many of the 18,000 students reported 
to their classrooms, they found most of the 1,100 faculty 
members refused to teach, and held a “crisis convocation 
over the week-long closure. 

Plainclothesmen were positioned throughout the tree- 
studded campus a short distance from the Pacific Ocean. 
No uniformed officers patrolled the campus, however. The 
convocation, in efect, turned the campus into one huge class¬ 
room. More than 800 persons jammed the auditorium for a 
panel discussion by administrators, faculty and dissident 
students.

SPAULDING ASKS REMEDIES, NOT ONLY WELFARE REPORT 

“"REPUBLICAN STATE COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN Josiah 
A. Spaulding said Wednesday the legislature's report on 
Social Welfare was not in reality a legislative report. Spauld¬ 
ing prefaced his remarks saying he had "no quarrel” with 
the facts as reported. "Why should we only now be finding 
out that the public has been bilked of thousands of and 
potentially millions of dollars? What is worse, is that this 
report which is described on its cover as the report of a 
committee of the legislature, is no such thing.” 

The report, released Tuesday, termed the welfare system,

Newton has passed the 60 

per cent mark in its Defensive 
Driving Program for City 
drivers, Mayor Monte G. 
Basbas announced last week 
with 438 out of 728 drivers 
successfully completing an 
eight-hour course of in¬ 
struction. 

Under the direction of- 
Leigh Packer, Safety Co¬ 
ordinator for the City, all 
drivers of City vehicles are 
being required to complete 
the Defensive Driving Cour¬ 
se. The course was 
developed by the 
Massachusetts Safety Coun¬ 
cil, Inc., a private, non-pro¬ 
fit organization under the 
auspices of the National

$2100 Allowed For 
Headstart Program 


The Newton Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night 
appropriated $2100 from the 
city’s surplus funds to aid the 
“Headstart” program for pre¬ 
school children.

It was just five years ago Friday of this week that 
the chilling, shocking news came out of Dallas that an 
assassin’s bullets had taken the life of President John 
F. Kennedy. 

It was so stunning and tragic an event that people 
still remember today where they were when they first 
heard the horrible news. 

They remember it was a warm, pleasant Friday 
afternoon when everything suddenly stopped. 

It seemed unreal, but unhappily it was true. A great, 
young President, whose flare and style had captured the 
imagination of the American people, lay dead, victim of 
a senseless shooting. 

The memory of John F. Kennedy is still as green as 
the grass beneath w hich he sleeps the eternal sleep in 
Arlington Cemetery. 

Therapy The Hard W av 

It can be said with finality that nothing good came 
out of the recent invasion of Czechoslovakia by troops 
of the Soviet Union. But it also can be said that the 
invasion did serve to put new life into NATO. An 
action which, if viewed in the light of self interest and 
the survival of freedom, might be considered thera¬ 
peutic. 

Witness the communique issued at the close of a 
three-day meeting of NATO’s foreign, defense and fi¬ 
nance ministers in which they warned the Soviet Union 
that any intervention directly or indirectly affecting the 
situation in Europe or the Mediterranean would create 
an international crisis with "grave consequences.” 

What pleased American officials and most con¬ 
cerned citizens of the United States, was the attitude 
of the European members of the North Atlantic Alli¬ 
ance. They produced an impressive program for improv¬ 
ing conventional forces without asking that the United 
States carry the full burden of the program. It is heart¬ 
ening that Europe realizes NATO is more necessary 
than ever. 

It is gratifying, too, that France showed during the 
conference it is aware the Alliance “must continue as 
it appears necessary.”

Board of Trustees. 

In her announcement, Mrs. 
Shattuck expressed <he ap¬ 
preciation of the Jackson 
Homestead trustees to the 
i Rev. Charles Russell Peck, 

] Vicar Emeritus of the Old 
; North Church in Boston, donor 
of the portrait. 

The portrait of Maria 
Louisa Wiswall is a primitive 
and has hung for many years 
in the Vicar’s home in 
Princeton, Mass. The Vicar is 
a grandson of Thomas I 
Hastings Russell who was the 
husband of Maria Louisa and! 
the Vicar acquired it as a 
family heirloom. 

Maria Louisa, subject of the 
portrait, herself was a decen- 
dant of one of Newton’s 
earliest setitlers. She was four 
years old and living in 
Webster, Massachusetts, at 
the time of the painting which 
is still in its original frame. 

The brief life story of Maria 
Louisa is a piquant one. Born 
on January 13, 1829, she was a 
descendant of Thomas 
Wiswall who moved to Newton 


in 1652, from Dorchester 
where he had first settled with 
his brother in lfi.'li. In 1664 
Thomas Wiswall was assistant 
to the Pastor of the first 
organized church in Newton. 

Early records indicate that 
Maria was orphaned just past 
her seventh birthday and that 
“the honorable William 
Jackson of Newton assumed 
the trust of her guardianship. 
She was a member of the 
Jackson family and always 
treated as such. The influence 
of the life of love they lived 
was not lost or forgotten by 
her”, it is noted. 

In 1847, Thomas Hastings 
Russell, wrote, as was then 
the custom, to her guardian, 
William Jackson, then resi¬ 
dent in what m now the 
Jackson Homestead,” asking 
for Maria’s hand in mar¬ 
riage”. The young couple was 
married Oct. 6, 1847 in 

Boston. 

Mrs. Shattuck noted that the 
portrait not only is a valuable 
early example of portraiture 
in America but that it relates 
to early Newton history of 
special concern to the 
Homestead. The portrait, she 
noted, is on display at the 
Homestead which is open to 
the public daily without 
charge, Monday through Fri-j 
day.

acre piece of the land 
between the industrial park 
and the >1DC trai l along the 
Charles River. This would 
be used, if at all. for park or 
recreational purpose*. 

According to the new’ agree¬ 
ment, as with the old one, only 
800.000 square feet of building, 
including the use of all floor 
levels, will be allowed in the 
proposed industrial park. 

Only 25 per cent of the land 
may be used for construction, 
Flaschner said. Jn other 
words, as he outlined the 
agr ement, for every foot of 
building area there would 
have to be three feet of land 
without construction. Forty 
per cent of the area must be 
kept as open space and not 
even be used for driveways, 
etc. 

In addition Flasclmer de¬ 
clared Planning Department 
prepared a plan setting 
aside certain areas in the 
tract which, for reasons of 
natural beauty or water¬ 
shed need, would he left in 
their natural state. 

An 80-foot buffer zone on the 
sides of the tract abutting 
Mount Ida Junior College aid 
residential areas would be 
maintained, according to 
Flascnner’s report. 

The uses of the land allowed 
in other limited manufac¬ 
turing zones which will not be 
allowed in the proposed new' 
industrial park are any retail 
businesses, f r e i g h * or 
transport depots, oil depots, 
and wholesale businesses in¬ 
volving perishable goods.

But, he ex¬ 
plained, this is not what the 
developer has proposed so far, 
and we have to deal with the 
developers specific proposals.

Tlu* Defensive Driving 
Course is the first phase of 
a comprehensive safety pro¬ 
gram initiated by Mayor 
Basbas in March of 1968. 

The second phase wi’l in¬ 
volve instruction about “on- 
the-job” safety for all City 
employees whose work in¬ 
volved any element of poten¬ 
tial danger. Foremen and 
supervisors will be given an 
eight-hour course in the 
analysis of hazardous situa¬ 
tions and the City’s safety 
policies. They will then in- 
instruct their subordinates in 
safe job practices. New em¬ 
ployees will be required 
to receive a safety briefing 
from their supervisor before 
beginning work. 

Mayor Basbas also said 
that the City eventuallv 
hopes to undertake a third 
phase of its program: a 
’ city-wide public education 
campaign on safety, 
especially traffic safety.

This is not to say that 
discrimination based on caste 
doesn’t still play a role in In¬ 
dia. But in the 20 years since 
India gained independence, 
the Indian government has 
taken giant strides in equaliz¬ 
ing social distinctions. 

“In Goodwill, we make the 
handicapped person conscious 
of their self-importance,” she 
points out. Discussing :ne 
caste system, she said one 
significant indication of the 
change in attitude in India 
may be seen in the name now 
given those formerly called 
“untouchables.” Today, as a 
result of reforms inaugurated 
by the late Mahatma Gandhi, 
they’re known as Harijans, 
which roughly translated, 
means God’s children. 

“At one time,' she says, 
“the Harijans were not allow¬ 
ed to enter our temples, drink 
from our wells or even touch 
us. Today all that is past.” 

At the same time, she ad¬ 
ded, India still has a long way 
to go in eliminating 
discrimination. Indian society, 
she stresses, is highly 
traditionalist, and traditions 
die hard. 

She said the government 
has taken rather dramatic 
steps in recent years to break 
down the caste system and 
bring the lower classes into 
the country’s mainstream. 

For example, the govern¬ 
ment now pays for the school¬ 
ing of underprivileged caste 
members. It has alos opened 
seats in Congress for the 
Harijans, and it gives money 
allowances to persons who 
cross caste lines in marriage, j

Boating 

By JACK HOUSTON 

NEW YORK (UPI) — One 
of the big problems with 
today’s pleasure boats is 
carrying enough fuel to 
provide a full day on the 
water without heading for 
shore to refill the tanks. 

One solution many boatmen 
have found is the use of 
rubberized utility tanks, which 
will give a boat “longer legs’’ 
at sea and still leave plenty of 
leg room on deck. 

Unlike metal containers, 
which take up as much room 
empty as when filled, the 
rubberized tanks after the 
contents are used can he 
rolled up and stowed away in 
a small area. 

These flexible tanks, widely 
used by industry to store fuel, 
come in special 60 - to - 200 - 
gollon sizes for boats. Made 
by Goodyear, the tanks can he 
used in temperatures ranging 
from 40 degrees below zero to 
160 above. 

Rugged and Seaworthy, they 
are constructed of an 
a b r a s i on-resistant nylon 
fabric impregnated with a 
specially compounded rubber. 

Because they ate 
collapsible, the tanks 
minimize the vaporization loss 
that occurs in conventional 
types of storage tanks. There 
is no void to collect vapors 
since the top of the hag 
always rests on the surface of 
the fuel. 

A full 100-gallon ,*nk 
measures 34 inches wide, 60 
inches long and 18 inches 
wide. Empty, it rolls up into a 
compact package 42 inches 
long and 7 inches in diameter 
for easy Stowage. Tanks 
weigh from 20 to 34 pounds 
empty. 

Because these tanks hug the 
deck, there is no tossing or 
rolling, as with metal drums. 
If lashed down, flexible utility 
tanks can even be carried on 
the bow. Lashing usually .s 
not necessary aft. 

Among other advantages, 
rubberized tanks do not 
corrode and they do not scuff 
decking and brightwork. 

A boatman of our 
acquaintance who ran out of 
fuel in Long Island Sound last 
summer merely anchored his 
craft, went ashore in a dinghy 
carrying a rolled u p 
rubberized bag and return'd 
with enough fuel to complete 
his day afloat. 

• • • 

Some of the big reasons for 
the current surge in popularity 
of small craft sailing are the 
easy to trail, easy io launch 
and sail fiberglass 
centerboard boats in the 12 - 
to - 16 - foot class. 

A good example is the Lido 
14. a simple, safe - to - 
operate, no-fuss craft which is 
remarkably fast and easy to 
manintain. There are racing 
fleets of Lido 14s in many 
areas of the United States and 
in some foreign countries. 

Key to the Lido’s fast, easy 
rigging, is the hinge mount 
mast that steps on deck. Ther 
are only two fastenings — a 
single bolt that secures the 
base of the mast to the hinge 
mount on deck, and a 
turnbuckle on the forestav. 
The two sidestays need to i e 
connected to the chain plates 
only the first time the boat is 
rigged. They can be left 
attached thereafter, even 
during layup storage periods. 

The hinge mount does 
double duty. It also serves as 
a crotch for securing the mast 
to the boat when trailing. 

A specially designed tilt-up 
rudder combined with a pivot- 
type centerboard makes 
shallow water sailing safe and 
worry free. 

The Lido carries six person 
in comfort. It has an all 
moulded deck, hull and 
contoured seats designed for 
full fore and aft stretch-out 
comfort. 

Over-all length is 14 feet, 
beam 6 feet and draft 5 incres 
with centerboard up. Draft is 
4 feet, 2 inches with 
centerboard down.

He was a specialist in 
radiology and medical physics 
at the University of Rome and 
a research fellow at the In¬ 
stitute of Radium in Paris 
when World War II broke out. 

He came to the United 
States in 1940, to serve as a 
research assistant in surgical 
bacteriology at Columbia 
University and later to join 
the faculty at Indiana 
University and to serve as 
professor of bacteriology at 
the University of Illinois. In 
1959, he w'as named professor 
of microbiology and 
chairman, committee on 
microbiology, at M.I.T. 

The recipient of numerous 
prizes and fellowship and a 
member of various leading- 
medical societies, Dr. Luria b 
a past-president of the 
American Society for 
Microbiology and a non-resi¬ 
dent fellow at the Salk In¬ 
stitute for Biological studies. 

The Fried Medical Lectures 
are open to physicians, 
medical students and others 
of the health professions. 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital is 
a formal teaching affiliate of 
Tufts University School of

HANOI CLAIMS U.S. VIOLATED BOMB HALT 

A NEW STUMBLING block to progress in the Paris 
peace talks pervaded the international atmosphere today, 
after North Vietnam on Tuesday charged that U.S. warplanes 
had attacked North Vietnamese territory with bombs and 
rockets in violation of President Johnsons bombing halt. 
North Vietnamese spokesman Nguyen Thanh Le said the 
United States also ignored a series of direct protests lodged 
with the American delegation to the Paris talks. Le said the 
air attacks were "a flagrant violation of President Johnson s 
Oct. 31 statement stopping the air strikes on North Vietnam.” 
Le's statements did not jibe with reports from Saigon. 
American spokesmen reported a reconnaisance plane, a Phan¬ 
tom Jet, shot down Saturday iear Dong Hoi, 50 miles north 
of the Demilitarized Zone (DMZi. Only Tuesday, Saigon 
leaders had indicated they would at last be willing to partic¬ 
ipate in the Paris talks. Whether the North Vietnamese 
charges would affect the start of the expanded talks was not 
known. Most diplomatic sources had predicted the talks would 
start immediately with the arrival of a Saigon representative. 

FIGHTING ERUPTS IN DEMILITARIZED ZONE 

U.S. MARINES and South Vietnamese soldiers Tuesday 
battled Communists on two fronts inside Vietnam’s border 
Demilitarized Zone (DMZ) for the first time since the Nov. 1 
bombing halt went into effect. Heavy fighting raged into 
Tuesday night, with the Marines calling for reinforcements, 
warplanes, artillery and naval gunfire to blast the dug-in 
guerrillas. In arranging for expanded Paris talks, President 
Johnson halted the bombing of North Vietnam and warned 
Hanoi against using the DMZ as a military camp. 

FRANCE SLASHES BUDGET TO SAVE FRANC 

FRANCE SLASHED' its budget by $1.25 billion Tuesday 
to try to save the franc, and the government in Paris also 
announced cancellation of its atomic and hydrogen bomb 
testing program in the Pacific as part of this budget cut. 
The measures announced by Premier Maurice Courve de 
Murville were aimed at holding the franc at its 20-cent level. 
They already appeared to be succeeding. The franc was 
climbing steadily on the European money markets and the 
price of gold dropped. President Charles de Gaulle, in cancel¬ 
ling his nucleai program to save the ailing franc, postponed 
Indefinitely one of his most cherished ideas, to make France 
another superpower with the ability to strike with atomic 
and hydogren bombs. 

MUST OBEY POPE, RIGHT OR WRONG 

ROMAN CATHOLICS must obey the Pope's orders, even 
If the orders are wrong, one of Pope Paul's closest advisers 
declared Tuesday in the Vatican. Pericle Cardinal Felici, presi¬ 
dent of the Commission for the Revision of Cannon Law, 
made the statement, widely acknowledged to be an unmistak¬ 
able call for obedience to the Pope's decisions on birth control, 
priestly celibacy and other Issues which have caused division 
In the Church in recent times. 

EGYPT GETS TOUGH WITH STUDENTS 

EGYPTIAN JETTS and helicopters swooped low over 
Cairo Tuesday in an apparent show of strength aimed at 
discouraging further rioting by Egyptian students, reports 
reaching here said. Travelers arriving from Cairo said scores 
of student leaders had been arrested in the port city of 
Alexandria, where rampaging students protesting govern¬ 
ment education reforms burned buses and streetcars Mon¬ 
day in the third straight day of rioting there.

Fortunately, none of the 
thousand students who had 


just returned from lunch was 
injured. 

Twelve Newton jwlice offic¬ 
ers, working in teams of two, 
began questioning at the High 
School Monday seeking any 
student who might have seen 
someone in the vicinity of the 
blasted area. 


After an exhausting day, 
during which the officers in¬ 
terviewed over 200 members 
of the High School faculty and 
students, a slim, promising 
lead was turned up about 6 
p.m.

LITTLE HOPE REMAINS FOR TRAPPED MINERS 

DEADLY GAS clogged a maze of tunnels Tuesday In 
Mannington, W. Va., and dimmed even further any hope for 
78 coal miners trapped underground for a week by more than 
20 explosions. John Corcoran, president of the Consolidation 
Coal Co., which owns Mannmgton’s No. 9 mine, said the 
outlook was bleak. “As every day gees by it necessarily gets 
dimmer," he said. “One faint hope is that some men have been 
able to barricade themselves into a section of the mine." 
The first and largest of the blasts rumbled deep underground 
before dawn last Wednesday, trapping 99 men, only 21 of 
whom were able to be rescued by big buckets lowered 700 
feet into the shaft. 

HUMPHREY MAY RUN FOR SENATE AGAIN 

VICE PRESIDENT Hubert H. Humphrey said Tuesday 
he may consider running again for the U.S. Senate. Humphrey 
made the comment at the United Nations in New York, where 
staff members had met to honor the outgoing Vice President. 
He said he had enjoyed being a senator and it was “good 
enough so that I may look at it again." He was quoted Mon¬ 
day by the M.aml News as saying he was considering run¬ 
ning for the Senate and would not accept a position in the 
Nixon administration.

BOSTON SCHOOL IMBALANCE SITUATION WORSE 

RACIAL IMBALANCE tn Boston schools has become 
worse rather than better, Deputy Commissioner of Educa¬ 
tion Thomas Curtin told the state Board of Education 
Tuesday. But Curtin, who heads a unit which surveys im¬ 
balance in Massachusetts schools, added that prospects for 
eventual improvement are bright. At present, according to 
his statement, Boston has 57 racially imbalance schools, 
whereas a year ago there were only 52. Under the law, 
schools are considered imbalanced when more than 50 per¬ 
cent of the enrollment consists of non white pupils. Curtin 
noted that three other Bay State communities, New Bed¬ 
ford, Springfield and Cambridge, which have similar prob¬ 
lems, have made prog,-ess toward solutions. 

STATE EMPLOYES ASK $60 MILLION PAY HIKES 
PAY RAISES estimated to cost some $60 million will 
be sought by the 50.000 employes of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, according to an announcement made Tues¬ 
day by the head of the Mass. State Employes Association. 
James M. A. Dolan said the legislation will seek 20 percent 
pay boosts and will be drawn to become effective on Jan. 
1, 1969. Dolan pictured state employes as having been 
"forgotten” as the "cast of living has skyrocketed." 

ARREST YOUTH, 15. IN NEWTON BOMBING 
A 15-YEAR-OLD Newton High School junior has been 
arrested and charged with a bombing incident last Friday 
at the school. In a joint announcement Tuesday, Newton 
Mayor Monte G. Basbas, Fire Chief Frederick A. Perkins 
and Police Chief William F. Quinn said the youth was 
picked up at his home late Monday night and charged 
with being a juvenile delinquent, to wit, causing a malicious 
explosion and destruction of public property. The student, 
who was suspended from classes, was freed in $1,500 bail 
to appear in Juvenile Court. Judge Julian L. Yesley con¬ 
tinued the case until Dec. 6. Fire Chief Perkins said the 

bomb, made of a mixture of charcoal, sulphur and black 

gunpowder, was ignited in an empty locker. The blast rip¬ 
ped a lock from a heavy oak door and lifted an eight-foot 

locker six feet Into the air.

When He Resigns in January 

Governor Volpe is the target of some criticism be¬ 
cause of his reported intention to resign from the Gov¬ 
ernorship in late January and move to Washington to 
accept a position in President-elect Nixon’s cabinet.

J.F.K. PROCLAMATION 


It was written over a week 
befor the national holiday in 
November, 1963. a few days 
before he left Washington for 
Texas and martyrdom. As n 
the case of all such papers it- 
had originally been prepared 
by a White House aide. 

Proclamation No. 3360 
came to his desk as a rough 
draft. As in the case of all 
his speeches and 
statements he revised It. He 
rewrote whole parts of it. 
The proclamation which 
finally went to the printer'3 
bore the unmistakeable im¬ 
print of the man who signed 
it — John Fitzgerald Ken¬ 
nedy. Thanksgiving was 
observed on Nov. 28 in 1963. 
On Nov. 22 John Kennedy 
was dead.

By then a 
nation was in a state of 
universal grief and shock. 

Yet, that proclamation 
must be rated as one of the

Its opening paragraph read: 

“Over three centuries ago, 
our forefathers in Virginia 
and in Massachusetts, far 
from home in a lonely 
wilderness, set aside a day of 
Thanksgiving. On the ap¬ 
pointed day, they gave 
reverent thanks for their safe¬ 
ty. for the health of their 
children, for the fertility of 
their fields, for the love which 
bound them together and for 
the faith which united them 
with their God.”

Commuters who use the lin« 
to travel to and from their 
places of employment in 
downtown Boston echoed the 
Mayor’s assertion. 

They said they wouldn’l 
mind paying 50 rents to rid* 
on the line if they could set- 
own into their seats and read 
a newspaper. 

“But you couldn't read a 

letter, much less a 
newspaper,” one commuter 
complained to the Graphic. 

The protests were directed 
principally against the con¬ 
dition of the Highland branch, 
not to the 10-cent boost in 
fares. 

The 50-cent fare will be for 
a ride between either 
Riverside or Woodland sta¬ 
tion and intown Boston. 

Mayor Basbas expressed 
the conviction that a complete 
reconstruction of the Highland 
Branch line would b e 
necessary in order to allow 
the passengers to enjoy a 
comfortable ride. 

“Something certainly should 
be done,” the Mayor declared. 
"The Newton residents who 
pay 50 cents to use this line 
should be given a comfortable 
ride, and that is not possible 
with the present condition of 
the roadbed.” 

Fares on surface lines also 
will be increased 10 cents.

Thanksgiving, 1968 

The time has come once again when Americans 
throughout this great nation will gather to observe 
Thanksgiving Day . 

It is unfortunate that the Americans who should 
enjoy Thanksgiving the most this week will be the ones 
who enjoy it the least. 

As we go to our churches or gather about our din¬ 
ner tables, let us remember our sons in Vietnam and 
ask God to protect them—and say a prayer of thanks¬ 
giving there are such men willing to sacrifice them¬ 
selves for the cause of freedom. 

Above all on Thanksgiving Day, 1968, count your 
blessings . . . 

"I sighed because the day was dark— 

“and then I met a child who had no eyes. 

“I complained because the walk was long— 

“until I met a man who had no legs. 

“I prayed for wealth beyond my need— 

“and then I met a poor soul with no bread at all. 
“Oh, God, forgive me — for the world is mine!” 


DeGaulle and His People 

President Charles DeGaulle of France may have 
bitten off more than he can chew. 

The proud old man who rules France with an iron 
hand has called on his countrymen to buckle down 
under austerity conditions to save the French franc. 

In a radio address to the nation, DeGaulle said 
the franc had been threatened by “odious speculation” 
and that he and his ministers decided that devaluation 
would be only a “momentary artifice of ruinous ease." 

He said the real solution is to get the economy back 
In balance through a series of belt-tightening measures 
and the combined efforts of all Frenchmen. DeGaulle 
said devaluation would have been “a premium paid 
to those who gambled on our decline.” 

Unhappily, he blamed the current monetary crisis 
on last Spring’s student and worker strikes, which is 
rot necessarily the whole truth. Le Grande Charles 
must assume some of the blame himself. 

In his obsession with trying to lift his beloved 
France to the pinnacle it once occupied as one of the 
world’s leading powers, he forgot the people. And the 
people grew' restless, especially when they witnessed 
the booming economy and the affluence of West Ger¬ 
many, their next-door neighbors. 

Their long smoldering resentment fanned into full 
fury last Spring and DeGaulle was forced to recognize 
their demands for wage increases. The workers already 
have seen the wage increases eroded by inflation. 

Although the French President appealed to the 
patriotism of his people, it is felt that it will take 
much more than that. Even if Frenchmen give unex¬ 
pected support to the austerity program, the French 
franc is still in serious trouble and financial specialists 
feel DeGaulle is only buying time for the French eco¬ 
nomy. 

It remains to be seen whether DeGaulles gamble 
will pay off. We fear it will not because when the 
French people see highway improvements cut back, 
their taxes up and their schools in continued turmoil, 
they will be angry. 

And they will wonder why the General did not 
turn to devaluation, the one rough course for which 
they were emotionally and psychologically prepared. 

Angry, wondering people can topple governments. 


Take Action On The News 

It is heartening to know that Boston University 
plans to take some action concerning the status of the 
school newspaper, The News, which last week published 
a controversial issue including pictures of nudes. 

Dean of Students Staton R. Curtis, in announcing 
that a committee would be named to study the status 
of the newspaper, said: “In the view of many members 
of the Boston University community, the Nov. 20 issue 
of The News exceeds the limit of propriety and good 
taste. Some of the material may well breach the canons 
of good journalism.” 

Curtis said it was “questionable” whether the 
newspaper was fulfilling the objectives of disseminating 
news and information to the community. 

In the view of most adults who saw the controver¬ 
sial issue, it most definitely was not fulfilling any ob¬ 
jectives except those of its juvenile editors, whatever 
they may have been.

eight years and is unenthusiastic about the idea of 
working with a Democratic Legislature for another 
two years. 

While the job offered Volpe by Nixon may not be 
as prestigious as he would like, he evidently is taking 
it in order to shed himself of a high elective post he 
no longer wants. 

Ironically, the criticism levelled at Volpe has 
come largely from Republicans, not Democrats. 

Democratic politicos will be glad to see him move 
out of their immediate orbit. 

Republican leaders know that Volpe’s place in the 
Bay State GOP will not be easily filled. 

Some of the persons who worked hard for Volpe 
and hold high positions of responsibility and trust in 
his administration will be thrown out by Lieutenant 
Governor Sargent. 

There is some merit to the allegation that Volpe 
will be walking away from a contract with the people 
of Massachusetts when he does take his job with 
Nixon. 

In fairness to Volpe, however, the Republican 
party in Massachusetts owes him far more than he 
owes the GOP. 

To be sure, nobody talked him into running for 
Governor. He wanted the office and fought to get it— 
in 1960, 1962, 1964 and 1966. 

But Volpe also made Massachusetts a two-party 
state in this decade, just as the late Christian A. 
Herter did in the early 1950’s. 

He was one of the great vote-getters in the history 
of the Bay State GOP. 

Volple fought four battles for the Governorship 
and won three of them, the last a victory of land¬ 
slide proportions. 

Leverett Saltonstall was elected Governor three 
times but under different circumstances, the third elec¬ 
tion in wartime, and when the state was still consid¬ 
ered basically Republican. 

The politically feats Volpe has accomplished in a 
Democratic state have been tremendous, and in achiev¬ 
ing them, Volpe built up the Republican party even 
though it seemed to be crumbling in the recent election. 

Two Governors — Foster Furcolo and John Volpe— 
had the political courage to fight long and forcefully 
for the enactment of a sales tax. 

Furcolo couldn't quite make it. Volpe finally 
did with a Legislature controlled by the opposing 
party and then won re-election by a massive margin. 

He has been a good Governor even though some 
brickbats have been hurled at him for spending too 
much time outside of Massachusetts campaigning for 
President-elect Nixon. 

So, when he leaves in January, as it now appears 
he definitely will, the politically sporting thing to do 
would be to salute him and wish him well. 

That, unfortunately, isn’t likely to happen. 
Volpe probably will get more criticism than com¬ 
mendation on his departure. 

Lieutenant Governor Sargent is well equipped to 
succeed Governor Volpe even though the rank and file 
of voters don’t yet really know him. 

Whether Sargent will ever be able to match Volpe's 
vote-pulling power remains to be determined. 

His admirers consider it a great piece of poli¬ 
tical good fortune that the Governorship apparent¬ 
ly will fall into his lap. 

Under other circumstances, Attorney General Ellict 
L. Richardson probably would be the Republican nomi¬ 
nee for Governor in 1970. 

If Sargent serves as Governor for two years, he 
will almost automatically become the GOP candidate 
for the office in 1970, and Richardson would stand for 
reelection as Attorney General. 

It would he virtually impossible to shunt Sar¬ 
gent aside without repudiating his administration 
as Governor which would throw the GOP into 
chaos. 

This may or may not prove a great stroke of good 
luck for Sargent over the long political run. 

Sargent will face a hard fight to hold the Governor¬ 
ship in the 1970 election. 

After six successive years of rule by Repub¬ 
lican Governors, the people may be about ready to 
place a Democrat in office, judging on the basis 
of past political patterns. 

Sargent will try to be so good a Governor that 
he will dissuade the voters from making a change and 
persuade them to give him a chance for another four 
years. 

With enormous problems such as those created by 
the welfare scandals, Sargent will have more than his 
share of headaches. 

Indeed, his handling of that particular problem may 
have a good deal to do with whether he is elected to a 
full four-year term.

get it while John Volpe is still Governor or after Franc¬ 
is Sargent becomes Governor. 

A feeling exists that Volpe will give Spaulding the 
heave-ho before he leaves for Washington in retaliation 
for the embarrassment Spaulding caused him by public¬ 
ly endorsing Nelson Rockefeller at the GOP national 
convention in Miami when Volpe was shilling for Nixon, 

Spaulding's critics such as former GOP Slate 
Chairmen Frederic (Buck) Dumaine and Elmer 
Nelson point out that the Republican party lost just 
about everything that was losable in Massachu¬ 
setts during the recent election. 

What Spaulding could have done to avert this dis¬ 
aster for the GOP in the Bay State isn’t clear. 

Dumaine, Nelson and other Nixon adherents think 
one thing Spaulding might have done was to remain 
publicly neutral prior to the national convention in def¬ 
erence to Volpe, even though he was under a mandate 
to vote for Nelson Rockefeller on the first ballot at the 
conclave. 

It is unlikely that Spaulding will be greatly disturb¬ 
ed at the prospect of getting tossed out of a thankless 
job where it’s impossible to satisfy all factions in the 
party.

Lodge Took Too Many Naps 
To Suit Nixon In '60 Fight 

Henry Cabot Lodge was a disappointment to Rich¬ 
ard M. Nixon as a Vice Presidential running mate in the 
1960 election campaign. 

Nixon hand-picked Lodge as his Vice Presidential 
choice during the 1960 Republican national convention 
in Chicago, believing Lodge would be a great asset on 
the GOP national ticket. 

But Lodge was not the political helpmate Nixon ex¬ 
pected him to be. 

Lodge took too many afternoon naps to suit the 
hard-working Nixon. 

Nixon aides reported after the election battle 
that Lodge had taken afternoon naps in his hotel 
room when Nixon felt he should have been out cam¬ 
paigning for votes. 

This forced the campaign strategists to cancel some 
of the appearances they had scheduled for Lodge. 

Whatever Nixon may think of Lodge as a cam¬ 
paigner and Vice Presidential running mate, he has an 
extremely high regard for the former Massachusetts 
Senator and UN Ambassador as a diplomatic negoti¬ 
ator. 

Nixon reportedly intends to use Lodge in some high 
diplomatic post and may designate him as the chief U.S. 
negotiator in the Paris peace talks.

Humphrey Could Be Planning 
Another Try For Presidency 

Most political observers believe that Hubert H. 
Humphrey has made his last run for the Presidency. 

They expect that Humphrey will seek the seat in 
the U.S. Senate which Senator Eugene McCarthy de¬ 
clares he will vacate at the close of his present term, 
that he will be elected to it and that he will be a spec¬ 
tator at the 1972 Presidential campaign. 

The pundits may be right, but it’s also pos¬ 
sible that Humphrey has other ideas. 

He’s acting at the moment as if the Democratic 
party is his party, not Lyndon Johnson’s, Edmund 
Muskies or anybody else’s. 

Humphrey is planning personal appearances at 
Democratic fund-raising dinners in all sections of the 
nation in an effort to wipe out the Democratic party’s 
huge deficit. 

Some Democratic experts declare this doesn't 
necessarily mean Humphrey is planning lo run 
again for President. They say that simply is (he 
kind of person Humphrey is, that he doesn’t leave 
a difficult or unpleasant job for someone else to 
perform. 

Whatever Humphrey’s intention on running again 
for the Presidency may be — and it could be influenced 
by future developments — it is obvious that he does 
plan to be the titular leader of the national Democratic 
party for the next four years.

Reforms In Welfare Program 
To Pose Difficult Problems 

Various proposals have been made for changes 
in the State’s welfare system which would prevent 
abuses such as those disclosed recently, and many other 
suggestions and recommendations undoubtedly will be 
made in the weeks and months ahead. 

Since the welfare scandal exploded, a number of 
readers have written in to ask if some persons are 
receiving relief assistance illegally and dishonestly. 

The answer is that, of course they are and that 
this sort of thing will happen in the most honestly 
and efficiently administered welfare system. 

If a doubt exists as to whether an applicant 
should be given welfare assistance, it is resolved 
in favor of the person seeking the aid. 

The theory followed is that it is better to give the 
relief to 10 persons not entitled to it than to deny it 
to one person who really needs it. 

Few w’ill really quarrel with that principle although 
it does not mean that persons who obtain welfare as¬ 
sistance fraudulently should not be prosecuted and sent 
to jail for doing so. 

But suggestions have been made that the welfare 
recipients should be given cash instead of certificates 
so they will not be identified as persons on public relief. 

That would be all right for most persons, but a few 
would abuse the arrangement. 

Some recipients would spend the cash for liquor 
and other luxuries for themselves instead of food for 
themselves and their children. So there is a reluctanc e 
to vest them with the responsibility which goes with 
giving them cash. 

This is why it will be necessary to reject some 
seemingly worthwhile suggestions for changes in the 
welfare laws.

Technology Of W ar Jumps 
Far Ahead In Half Century

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
When the American Ex¬ 
peditionary Force marched 
into France in 1917, the 
ancient art of war was 
entering an era of rapid 
change. The bloody impasse 
of trench warfare on the 
Western Front was slbwly 
giving away to a war of 
maneuver. 

It was the dawn of air 
war, when Lt. Eddie 
Rickenbacker became an 
“'ace” and Col. Billy 
Mitchell began thinking 
about air power as a 
dominant factor in strategy. 
At sea, it was the era of U- 
boats, which in one month 
sank nearly 900.000 tons of 
allied shipping, a record not 
matched even in World War 
II. Anti-submarine warfare 
was in its infancy, using 
destroyers with primative 
listening devices and depth 
charges and Curtiss 
seaplanes. 

In the 50 years since the end 
of World War I, the 
technology of war has taken 
fantastic leaps. 

Today, an SR71 
reconnaissance plane, flying 
three times the speed of 
sound, photographs a swatch 
of ground thirty miles wide 
and three thousand miles long 
in just over an hour. Armies 
spy on each other by 
satellites in space. 

Supersonic jets fire missiles 
which are guided to targets on 
the ground by television, 
helicopter. 

Nuclear powered 
submarines sail around the 
world submerged. 

The cavalry travels by

The cost of World War I to 
the United States has been 
estimated at $22 billion. 
During the past year alone, 
the Vietnam War cost more 
than $25 billion. — 

The explanation lies in the 
price tags of modern arms. 

The American Expedi¬ 
tionary Force in World 
War I purchased 67,825 
horses and mules at an 
.average of $487 each. The 
first U.S. military plane 
in 1909 cost $30,000, 
including a $5,000 bonus 
because It averaged 42 1/2 
miles per hour. 

The F4, used in Vietnam, 
costs $2.1 million and an Fll 
costs more than $6 million. 

There also has been a 
revolution in military 
medicine. Cacualty records for 
various wars have been 
compiled so differently they 
arc hard to compare.

Modernization 
Dooms Madrid 
Landmarks

MADRID. Spain (UPI' — 
The city planners are tam¬ 
pering so much with Madrid 
that many of the residents 
and even some of the tourists 
fear they are changing it 
mostly for the worst. 

"If things keep up this way, 
there won't even be a Madrid 
withing 20 years,” said one 
elderly Madrilcno. "It will 
just be one giant cement I 
freeway and parking space.” 

In the last few years, city 
workmen have continually 
dug holes, laid new pipes and 
tried in so many manner 
ways to solve the city’s traffic 
problem that Madrid has 
seemed constantly uprooted. 

Madrid's latest additions 
are underground parking lots. 
A half dozen are already built 
or under construction, with 
another nine to come, each to 
take several hundred vehicles. 

However, the city planners, 
in their excessive zeal, have 
destroyed several green 
plazas which had to be paved 
over with asphalt because of 
the underground lots. 

The sad footnote is that they 
don’t fully answer Madrid's 
parking problems, because by 
the time they are all in 
service 20 times as many 
automobiles are due to be 
registered in the city. 

Another newcomer i s 
Madrid’s first overpass, a 
giant cement and steel com- 
which has completely 


destroyed the beauty of the 
Plaza de Atocha. Madrilenos 
have cynically dubbed it the 
“Scalextric,” after a toy con¬ 
struction set. 

“To crown it all.’’ said one 
disgusted taxi driver, "all it s 


wounded of any previous war. 
He is usually less than an 
hour away by helicopter from 
a major medical treatment 
facility. 

The greatest change in war 
has been the fact that, in 
learning to split and fuse 
parts of the atom, man has 
developed weapons which, if 
used, would destroy not only 
his armies but his whole 
world. 

This has led to the strategic 
concept of deterrence. The 
presence of nuclear weapons 
in the background has 
produced strategies of caution 
and gradualism in 
conventional war. Unlike 
World War I, when the last 
shot is fired in Vietnam there 
will be little feeling that war 
can easily be abolished from 
the earth. 

Because various military 
purchases have been deferred 
and stockpiles drawn down as 
a result of Vietnam, it is 
unlikely that when the war is 
over there will be an 
immediate sizeable reduction 
in defense spending, 

The stockpiles will _ be 
brought up again, and it is a 
foregone conclusion that it 
will take many years to 
defuse man's political 
machinery.

When the city fathers are 
not building things up, they 
are tearing them down. 

Many of Madrid s elegant 
old villas and town houses 
have fallen to the wrecker and 
been replaced by sterile new 
apartment blocks or gaudy of¬ 
fice buildings. Only a few 
companies had the taste to 
restore and use the old 
buildings. One whole residen¬ 
tial colony to the east of 
Madrid is threatened by a 
super highway. 

Even the famous Plaza de 
Cibeles, a landmark in the 
heart of Madrid, is not im¬ 
mune. Its 17th Century 
Linares Palace is soon to be 
torn down. 

“But what can you expect’’’ 
asked a young civil engineer 
despairingly. “There’s no en¬ 
forcement of zoning laws or 
q’J j building ordinan. es. Some 
smart-aleck has even decided 
that the statue of Cibeles itself 
needs an overhauling.” 

Many Madrid residents are 
resigned to the changes 
brought to their city in the 
line of progress. Even though 
they think the traffic problem 
will never be solved, they ac¬ 
cept the parking lo-ts, the 

“scalextrics” and the new 
buildings. But mention the 
word “trees,” and even the 
bootblacks get angry. 

"It's a shame, the way 

they're taking Madrid's trees 
down,” said one bootblack 
“Someone should chop a tree 
down in the mayor’s garden, 
just so he’d get the idea.” 

A few months ago, the 

stately trees along Calls 
Velazques, the Park Avenue 
of Madrid, were chopped 
down and its center pro¬ 
menade removed to make 
way for a wide freeway. 

Almost certainly the same 
thing will happen to Calle 
General Mola, which runs 
parallel. 

“What’s the point of living 
in this neighborhood any 
more?” asked a dapper o'd 
man wearing spats. “There’s 
no organization, no coordina¬ 
tion, in this city. Madrid’s 
being ruined."

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Glenn Cunningham Speaks 
At Bovs’ Club Tuesday 


4 Impossible Dream ” Sought 
By Tigers Thanksgiving Day 


Glenn Cunningham, one of 
the greatest f.merican track 
stars, will speak to members 
of the Newton Bovs’ Club on 
Tuesday, Dec. 2, at 8 p.m. 

Cunningham reached his 
greatest track performance 
In 1938 when he ran a world 
record-breaking mile of 4 min¬ 
utes, 4.4 seconds—a record 
which stood for more than a 
decade. At his retirement he

had run the mile under 4-10 
more times than all other 
runners combined. 

In 1933 he was chosen to 
receive the Sullivan Award 
as the outstanding athlete of 
the year. He was captain of 
the American track team 
touring Europe and the Or¬ 


ient in 1933, and in 1936 his 
fellow athletes named him the 
most popular member of the 
U. S. Olympic team. 

Holder of a B.S. degree 
from the University of Kan¬ 
sas, an M.A. from the Univer¬ 
sity of Iowa, and a Ph.D. 
from New York University, 
Dr. Cunningham has a na¬ 
tional reputation in the field 
of physical education. He 
served in the Navy in World 
War II as physical training 
officer in San Diego and at 
the Great Lakes Naval Train¬ 
ing Base. 

After World War II. Glenn 
and his wife, Ruth, decided 
to work with boys and girls, 
particularly those from trou¬ 
bled home situations. Begin¬ 
ning in 1947 with 12 or 15 
youngsters at a time, this 
work grew so fast that in the 
next 18 years a total of more 
than 8,000 young persons had 
been referred to the Cunning¬ 
hams by schools, churches, 
civic groups, social workers 
and juvenile courts. Still more 
came when the Reader’s Di¬ 
gest for February, 1966, call¬ 
ed Glenn “The Man With 8,- 
000 Miracles.” 

Today at the Glenh Cun¬ 
ningham Youth Ranch near 
Augusta, Kans., Ruth and 
Glenn continue to teach young 
people self-reliance, respon¬ 
sibility and moral values. The. 
young folk who come may 
stay with them for a few 
days, a few weeks, or an en¬ 
tire summer. Some have come 
back year after year for as 
many as 10 summers.

When the Newton High 
Tigers take the field for their 
annual Turkey Day tussle 
with Brookline tomorrow, 
they will attempt to duplicate 
the Red Sox “impossible 
dream.” 

It was only one year ago 
that Newton finished with an 
anemic 3-6 record which put 
them deep in the Class A 
ratings. This, however, wasn’t 
an uncommon state of affairs 
for Newton fans who had en¬ 
dured mediocre and losing 
teams for the last ten years.

The dedication was ap¬ 
parent in talkirg to tha 
players. A good many of them 
ran and/or lifted weights 
during the summer to get in 
shape early. “The summer 
conditioning has been of ma¬ 
jor importance to us because 
it has allowed us more time to 
concentrate on skills, rather 
than conditioning,” stated 
Captain Joe Picariello. 

The road leading to this 
Class A, and Suburban 
League, showdown with 
Brookline hasn’t been an easy 
one for the Orange and Black. 
The team got momentum by 
rolling past Everett and 
Brockton. In the next game 
however Newton was shell¬ 
shocked by Weymouth, 28 8. 
Since then, the Tigers have 
shut out three opponents, beat 
Medford in a high scoring af¬ 
fair and culminated this all 
with a convincing win over 
arch rival Waltham, 

This prompted Coach Ro¬ 
nayne to say "This was the 
last big battle before the 
war!” So, tomorrow 
Brookline 8-0, takes on 
Newton, 7-1, in one of the 
most dramatic showdowns in 
the history of this 73 year 
series. 

This game should be in the 
truest sense of the word, a 
classic.

The Chinese were not taking 
orders at the September [ 
exhibition in Hong Kong 
either, although they are 
expected to begin taking some 
orders on a limited scale soon. 

Despite the respectable 
growth of the Chinese 
automotive industry in the 
past dozen years, the 
Chinese still do not 
manufacture enough to 
meet their own 
requirements. 

China's first automotive 
plant, appropriately named 
No. 1 Motor Vehicle plant, 
went into production in 1956 at 
Changchun, capital of Kirin 
Province in northeast China. 

This is the plant that now 
produces Red Flag 
automobiles. Its first product 
w'as a truck called the 
Liberation Lorry. The plant 
turned out 1,654 moior 
vehicles of various types in 
1966, raised this to 7,500 in 
1957 and to 16,000 vehicles in 
1958. 

Today, the Chinese operate 
automotive plants in Peking, 
Shanghai, Nanking, Tsinan, 
Antung, Tientsin. Loyang and 
possibly other cities as well, 
motor vehicles ranging from

“We are not so close to the 
old times," said Helsinki 
architect Math Suuronen 
recently, in explaining why 
the Finns stay on top of tough 
competition in producing new, 
brilliant designs that for 
nearly a decade have been 
surprising the world. 

The award-winning Finnish 
graphic artist and industrial 
designer Timo Sarpaneve 
agrees: 

“The warm reception 
accorded Finnish design is 
based on its originality. The 
natural explanation of the 
reduced simplicity 
characterizing it is that 
numerous schools of style I 
between the old popular art ] 
and modern design do not 
exist in Finland. Hence 
Finnish design is not loaded 1 
down with the ballast of 
traditions. 

A Free Hand 

The lack of such tradititons,' 
in the opinion of T'inn:sh' 
designers, has given them a 
free hand to explore and 
develop shapes, forms and 
colors, to create original 
products from college 
dormitories to fine decorative 
glassware. 

This can be seer, in the 
products of Arabia, Finland's 
noted ceramics factory, or in 
the gaily colored clothes of 
the country's fashion houses. 

At Marimekko 

literally:coast for Mari the 
accent is on fun, and 
designers are given every 


opportunity to see their 
creations in the finished form, 
no matter how shocking or 
uncommercial they may 
appear on the drawing board. 

Marimekko fashions have 
been the rage on American 
college campuses for a 
number of years and are in 
the wardrobes of Mrs. John F. 
Kennedy and her friends. 

This freedom of innovation 
also is seen in Finnish 
furniture and industrial 
design. For over a dozen 
years these designs have won 
major prizes at tha Milan 
Tricnnaies and at other 
Industrial design exhibitions 
throughout the world. 

Designed by Finn 

Many people are familiar 
with the plastic ''globe'' chair 
that looks like three-quarters 
of a rubber ball on a pedestal. 
Few know that it was 
designed by a Finn, Eero 
Aarnio. 

Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology's undulation brick 
dormitory was designed by 
Alvar Aalto, a Finnish 
architect who is better known 
for what he has done for 
urban planning insidn Finland 
than for his rare architectural 
achievements outside the 
country. 

But many believe the value 
of Finnish creativity lies not 
in concrete objects but in its 
influence on world designs. 

“It is no exaggeration to say

Audiences hold their sides 
with laughter at Winters' 
portrayal of Maudie Frickert. 
the 84 - year - old man-crazy 
grandma; Chester 
Honeyhugger, the feisty little 
kid: Elwood P. Suggins. a 
''hip-square’’ country 
bumpkin, and King Quasi, ' a 
far-eastern cat." 

“They’re all me," Winters 
said in an interview, “and all 
my characters are very real : 
to me. It’s like a real little 
family. I could never single 
one out as my favorite . it 
might offend the others." 

The Winters brand of 
comedy eschews the 
traditional stand up joke. 
Instead, he concentrates on 
characterizations, playing as 
many as 12 different people in 
a single sketch. 

Aunt Dolly 

“I get my characters from 
the people I meet.” Winters 
said. “Maudie, for example, is 
a composite of various old 
ladies — with an emphasis on 
my Aunt Dolly. She was a 
great hip old lady. She taught 
me to play poker.” 

Winders, who Stars in his 
own weekly television show on 
CBS, said "I’m creating all 
the time. You have to. This ! 
thing we have on our 
shoulders is the greatest 
movie camera going ... it 
photographs with the eyes, 
records with the ears and then 
the brain edits. 

‘‘But the editing,” he 
continued, “that’s the thing. 
Everybody has the same I 
camera — it's how much 
editing and developing you do 
with it that makes tne i 
difference. You have to want 
to use it and I do. There are 
an awful lot of people who 
don’t take advantage of it, 
and they miss an awful lot.” 

Winters noted that he often 
goes on study sprees.

People are going to 
meet me. They are going to 
take me to the funny farm.’’

Isles Await Discovery

Tired of following the 
crowds? Looking for a 
retreat where you can fulfill 
suppressed desires as an 
adventurer, recluse, 
philosopher or 
beachcomber. 

A man who should know 
says there still are 
“undiscovered” islands in 
the Caribbean where you 
can get lost, if that is your 
bag. 

He is Martin Winsch, 
general manager of the 
Caribbean Travel Association, 
who spends most of his time 
traveling through the islands. 

According to Winsch there 
are dozens of islands which 
can lay claim to being the 
least-visited destination for 
American and other tourists. 

Take Redonda, for instance. 
This mile-square rock plunk in 
the center of the Lesser 
Antilles totals a big zero not 
only in visitors but inhabitants 
too — if you don’t count the 
goats. Redonda was once 
claimed as a personal 
kingdom by an Irish sea 
adventurer — a claim, 
incidentally, recognized by the 
British government. 

For the adventurous, 
there are dozens of other 
uninhabited islands and 
cays in the Grenadines and 
the U.S. and British Virgin 
Islands. You’ll have to 
rough it, of course. 

Statistics are not available, 
Winsch said, but it doesn’t 
take much imagination to 
guess the “seclusion index” of 
pueh off-the-track spots as St. 
Eustatius, which is recognized 
in history as the first foreign 
land to salute the U.S. flag 
during the Revolutionary War. 

Once a major thriving port, 
“Statia” has faded into 
pastoral oblivion with but 
eight guest house rooms for 
visitors. Similarly offbeat are 
St. Barts with 17 guest house 
rooms. Saba with 25, and 
Anguilla with about 30. 
UNDISCOVERED 
However, of the 2 5 
governments represented by | 
the Caribbean Travel 
Association, here are some of 
the islands ranking lowest in 
number of visitors, not 
counting cruise passengers, 
according to Winsch: 

Montserrat: A 32-square- 
mile island, first settled by 
the Irish in 1963 and where 
natives speak English with an 
Afro-Irish lilt. It has a 3,000- 
foot-high mountain, several 
beaches and a number of hot 
springs and waterfalls. There 
are six moderately-priced 
hotels and guest houses. It 
offers water sports, fishing.

sailing, golf, tennis, horseback 
riding, hunting and mountain 
climbing. It played host to 
5,372 tourists in 1967. 

St. Vincent( Captain Bligh 
of the Bounty is a historic 
hero of this scenic 150-square- 
mile "plantation island.” On 
his second, and more 
successful voyage, he 
delivered breadfruit trees 
from Tahiti to the St. Vincent 
Botanic Gardens, founded in 
1765 and the oldest in the 
Western Hemisphere. Visited 
by 7,242 tourists last year, St. 
Vincent offers a “choice” of 
accommodations in 15 small 
hotels and guest houses. 
Rugged volcanic mountains 
peak at 4,050-foot-high 

Soufriere, with a beautiful 
crater lake. There are 
excellent uncrowded beaches, 
yachting, skin diving, tennis, 
fishing, sightseeing and 

mountain climbing. 

Dominica (not to be 
confused with the Dominican 
Republic): the only island 
with a reservation of the once- 
feared Carib Indians. A 
jungled mountainous 290- 

square-mile island with more 
than 360 rivers and dominated 
by 4,747-foot high Mome 
Diablotin. In 1967, the 13 small 
hotels and guest houses 
accommodated 7,465 visitors. 
There are jeep safaris into the 
jungles, river and sea 

beaches, hot springs, tennis, 
horseback riding and hunting. 
It is an English island, with a 
French background. 

Bonaire: Pink flamingos 
still outnumber the 7.000 
inhabitants of this neat 112- 
square-mile Dutch island. So 
did the 7,512 visitors last year 
who stayed at the Island’s two 
hotels and five small guest 

houses. It has fine beaches, 

yachting, skin-diving and all 
other water sports, hunting, 
tennis, golf and duty-free 
shopping and a casino if you 
want to try your luck. The 
entire population turned out 
last year to welcome the first 
cruise ship to call at the 

island in the Netherlands 

Antilles. But if you like 
seclusion, better hurry — a 
240-room luxury hotel-casino 
is scheduled to be opened 
soon, Winsch warns.

DUBLIN UPI — A century- 
old hangover from the famine 
days has turned the Irishman 
into the world’s most 
reluctant lover. 

Recent studies of the 
marriage rate - at 5.5 per 
1,000 population, the lowest in 
the world - have convinced 
sociologists Irishmen still 
suffer from a subconscious 
insecurity which is a legacy 
from the famine period. 

Ireland's marriage rate 
compares with 12.5 per 1,000 
population in the United 
States - the world’s highest - 
and 10 5 in such countries as 
Czechoslovakia, South Africa, 
New Zealand and Finland. 
Britain, at Ireland's doorstep, 
has a marriage rate of 9 per 
1.000 together with Belgium, 
the Netherlands and Norway. 

The English newspaper 
“The Times” once reported 
gleefully: "In a short time a 
Catholic Celt will be as rare in 
Ireland in 1846 when the 
shores of Manhattan.” 

FLED COUNTRY 

That was shortly after the 
famine when millions had 
either died or fled the country 
in search of refuge. The 
population had been 
decimated but not beyond a 
level that would make 
resurgence impossible. 

The “Great Famine” hit 
Ireland in 1946 when the 
country's potato crop - as 
indispensable then to the Irish 
as rice is to India - failed 
everywhere due to a blight 
that was never identified. 
Pestilence followed famine 
and for hundreds of thousands 
of Irish, migration seemed 
the only escape. From a high 
of 8.5 million in 1845, Ireland’s 
population fell by 1851 to 6.55 
milliom.

He is not 
Arthur Goldman, they 
claim, but one Colonel 
Dorff, late of the Nazi 
German SS, a notorious 
executioner of Jews.

her eyes. 

As for her longevity, she in¬ 
sisted she had no hard and 
fast rule. 

"I eat cornflakes for break¬ 
fast every morning, and I ne¬ 
ver get too upset about any¬ 
thing,’’ was her only explana¬ 
tion. 

It wasn’t until she was 98 
years old that Mrs. O’Brien 
was forced to wear eyeglass¬ 
es. She was having difficulty 
reading newspapers.

Bing Cosby Is Wealthy, Tanned 
And Well Tuned To Present Day

Hollywood i UPI) — Dor 
Burgle. The Groaner The 
Crooner. Harry Lillis Crosby. 
He's 64 years old now, slender, 
tanned and trim — a 
thoroughly relaxed man who 
works only occasionally and 
spends the rest of his time 
enjoying the sweet life of a 
prudent man who made 
millions. 

We were backstage at the 
“Hollywood Palace” show in 
Bing's dressing room the 
other day as he rehearsed for 
the first of five appearances 
he 1*111 make on the show as 
master of ceremonies during 
the new television season 

Bing was perched on a 
piano bench and atrociously 
dressed. He wore a blue golf 
cap on his balding pate, a 
pinkish shirt, light green 
trousers, brown socks and 
shoes. Even the caddies at 
Bel Air Country Club are 
more harmoniously togged. 

1 asked Bing if he were 
genuinely color blind, or if the 
wildly improbable ensembles 
he has worn all his life were a 
running gag. 

"Oh, I’m color blind all 
right,” the Groaner answer in 
his rich baritone, "especially 
wi'h purple, pink, green and 
the various shades.” 

1 pointed our that he didn’t 
match up very well. Bing 
inspected himself and said, 
"Well, the way I see it, my 
shirt and pants are both tan. 
The cap looks blue, though. 
When I'm playing golf and 
using a red tee, 1 can never 
find it on the grass. 
Everything just looks gray.” 
Bing crossed his legs and 
lighted a pipe. Puffing 
contentedly, he said he’d just 
returned from a month’s 
safari in Tanzania with his 
wife, Kathryn, where he’d 
shot birds and movies of 
larger game. 

’ ’Ivory year. I travel to 
Florida, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Alabama, Texas, 
Mexico and Canada hunting 
grouse, quail. pheasant, 
ducks, geese — all the game 
birds. But I only shoot what 
we can eat. 

"Come to think of it I’ll be 
appearing on 'The American 
Sportsman’ show this year, 


! and a couple of guest shots 
with Dean Martin and Jackie 
Gleason. Then there’s a 
j special with Old Gabber Bob 
1 Hope and another special for 
Marine World next 
February.” 

When Bing isn’t hunting, he 
ran be found playing golf near 
his home in Hillsborough, an 
exclusive residential area 
down the peninsula from San 
Francisco. His three children 
by Kathryn, who is some 30 
years his junior — Harry, 10; 
Mary Frances, 9; and 
Nathanial, 7 — attend public 
school. 

Crosby long ago sold his 
Bel Air home and recently 
disposed of his Palm Springs 
house. However, he spends 
more than two months a year 
at the clans’s isolated digs in 
La Paz, at the tip of Baja 
California. There Bing fishes 
for marlin, yellowtail and 
dorado. He also skin dives and 
flakes out in the sun. 

If he craves f urther 
isolation Der Bingle always 
has his 300-acre ranch in 
northern California where the 
family traditionally celebrates 
Thanksgiving, and where 
young Harry works as a 
cowboy every summer. 

In addition to hunting and 
fishing, Crosby still averages 
a couple of rounds of golf a 
week. His handicap is a 
dazzling four. He can be seen 
next January when the 28th 
annual Crosby tournament — 
one of golf's best — wiU be 
I telecast nationally. 

Bing would like to tacKle 
movies again, but he knows he 
isn’t first choice for romantic 
I loads. A good character role 
would interest him, but only in 
a top-flight movie. 

"I’d really enjoy doing a 
play,” he grinned. “But that's 
too much work. Maybe I could 
just do matinees." 

Bing is very aware of the 
I fast-changing world around 
' him, and he is involved in it. 
He says he’s never been a 
business man, leaving money 
management and the like to 
attorneys.

ST. JOHN, U.S. Virgin 
Islands (UPI) — 
"Unspoiled” is probably one 
of the most popular !

brochures extroling the !

But with the tidal wave of 
tourism which has swept 
across the Caribbean, it has 
become increasingly 
difficult for Americans to 
find a nearby island in the 
sun where time appears to 
have stood still. 

High-rise hotels have 
sprouted like mushrooms 
after heavy rains on islands 
which not too long ago where 
little more than tangled 
tropical forests marching 
down to surf-swept beaches 
where sea birds nested in 
solitude. 

And along with them came 
many of the amenities of 
modern life that Americans 
i expect — pools and beach 
cabana clubs, b 1 a c k -1 i e 
cabarets and gourmet 
resta urants, and air 
conditioning and television. 
Also taxis and rental cars and 
other vehicles and traffic 
problems. 

There is no doubt the devel¬ 
opment and expansion of tour¬ 
ist facilities in the West In¬ 
dies helped transform what 
once was the private winter- 
; ing preserve of the well-to-do 
into a prime year-round des- 
' tination for even those who 
vacation on a budget. 

| The U.S. Virgin Islands are 
an outstanding example of the 
boom in tourism. In 1962, they 
played host to about 284.000 
welcomed nearly 745,000. The 
predictions for 1968 run close 
to 900,000. 

St. Thomas, with its 
excellent harbor and 
international airport, is till the 
most popular. But St. John 
and St. Croix also are 
attracting more vacationists.

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Newton II omen Raise Funds 
For Dysautonomia Research 


More than 100 Newton 
women have now joined the 
Greater Boston Chapter, 
D ysautonomia Association, 
Inc., to help raise funds in an 
effort to find a cure for this 
rare hereditary disease. 

Discovered in 1948, familial 
dysautonomia is among those 
diseases peculiar to certain 
races. As the Negro gets 
sickle cell aneia, the Italian 
comes down with Mediter¬ 
ranean anemia, the Greek 
with an enzyme deficiency in 
the red cells along with the 
Oriental, so families 
dysautonomia affects Jewish 
children almost exclusively. 

The disease remains 
somewhat of a mystery al¬ 
though researchers are making 
slow progress. The disease 
Itself, while not fatal, cauuses 
complications which are. 

The result of a recessive 
gene in both the mother and 
the father, this affliction is 
primarily a dysfunction of the 
autonomic nervous system 
with a variety of symptoms. 
Inability to feel pain is one 
serious and frightening aspect 
of the disease. A lack of tears 
and inability to distinguish be¬ 
tween hot and cold also causes 
grave complications. Doctors 
have estimated that 25 per 
cent of all dysautononvc 
children die by the age of 10. 
After that, the death rate rises 
sharply. One known case has 
lived to the age of 34 and a 
handful have lived into their 
twenties, but these are the ex¬ 
ceptions.

The Newton Symphony 
Orchestra gave its first con¬ 
cert of the season last Sunday 
evening (Nov. 24) a t 
Meadowbrook Junior High 
School. It was led by its 
regular conductor Michel 
Sasson and featured as s Joist 
Fredy Ostrovsky, violinist 
with the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra and a Newton Resi¬ 
dent. A large and enthusiastic 
audience was on hand to hear 
the performance. 

The program was in¬ 
teresting. It opened with the 
familiar prelude to the third 
act of Wagner's “Lohengrin” 
and continued with the 
Symphony No. 88 in G major 
by Haydn. Next followed the 
Concerto No. 1 in G minor for 
violin and orchestra by Bruch, 
with Mr. Ostrovsky playing 
the solo part. The program 
concluded with the Symphony 
No. 1 in E minor by Sibelius. 
This program, consisting of a 
popular curtain-raiser follow¬ 
ed by three varied and im¬ 
portant works served as an 
admirable vechicle for 
displaying the many excellent 
qualities of orchestra, con¬ 
ductor and soloist. 

The orchestra and its con¬ 
ductor are good; what they 
accomplish transcends the 
usual standards of community 


orchestras. The string playing 
is full and expressive and is 
disciplined with respect to 
dynamics and articulation. 
The wind playing is marked 
by elegance among the 
various solo players and a 
particularly fine sound and 
ensemble from the brass 
choirs. 

Michel Sasson’s conducting 
is firm, detailed and musical. 
What is perhaps most im¬ 
portant for the conductor of a 
community orchestra, his con¬ 
ducting evokes response from 
the players. Both the Haydn 
and the Sibelius symphonies, 
the one sprightly and delioa'e 
and the other passionate and 
dramatic, were successfully 
realized. 

Fredy Ostrovsky’s violin 
playing is characterized by a 
full, beautiful sound and a 
thoroughly comfortable com¬ 
mand of violin technique. His 
performance of the Bruch 
stressed the lyrical and 
serene aspects of the work, 
the Adagio movement be.ng 
especially lovely. The 
o r chestral accompaniment 
was sensitive to the in¬ 
terpretation of the soloist It 
was properly subdued when 
necessary, but was always 
handled with care and 
significance. 


All 22 Graduates

England. Approved by the 
Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts Board o f 
Registration in Nursing, it in¬ 
volved two academic years 
and one summer session of six 
weeks. Students undertake 
liberal arts courses as well as 
nursing education and 
hospital experience and 
graduate with an Associate in 
Science degree. 

Since its inception, the 
Nursing Program at the Col¬ 
lege has attracted a number 
of married women with 
children and a number of 
male students. The Class of 
1968 had eight married 
students and six male 
students, three of whom are 
Brothers from the Order of 
St. John of God.
